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Cut  in  N.H.S.  Remuneration 

ONCOST  RATE  REDUCED  FROM  OCTOBER  1 

THE  oncost  rate  to  contractors  for  drugs  supplied  under  the  National 
Health  Service  is  being  reduced  from  14  per  cent,  to  13  per  cent,  from 
October  1. 

explain  the  circumstances  to  those 
directly  affected.  Hav  ng  regard  to  this 
and  to  the  fact  that  the  Central  N.H.S. 
Committee  had  agreed  to  the  change 
only  yesterday  morning,  the  release  of 
a  statement  yesterday  afternoon  by  the 
Ministry  to  the  Press,  TV  and  radio 
showed  in  our  view  quite  uncalled-for 
haste.  Action  of  this  kind  can  only 
serve  to  harm  the  relationship  that  has 
existed  between  the  Ministry  and  the 
Committee  recently  and  in  addition  has 
made  the  position  of  the  committee 
very  difficult  in  relation  to  chemist 
contractors  generally. 


A  statement  by  the  Central  N.H.S. 
Committee  on  September  27  recalls 
that  agreement  was  reached  in  1964, 
under  the  remuneration  settlement  then 
arrived  at,  that  there  should  be 
periodic  comparisons  between  N.H.S. 
remuneration  and  the  costs  of  provid- 
ing a  pharmaceutical  service.  The 
reviews  in  respect  of  1964  and  1965 
were  recently  completed,  and  the  re- 
sults have  been  under  discussion  be- 
tween the  Committee  and  the  Ministry 
of  Health.  The  reviews  of  overhead 
costs  showed  that  the  yield  of  oncost 
has  out-stripped  the  increases  in 
overheads.  In  England  and  Wales 
in  1964  209-4  million  prescriptions 
were  dispensed.  The  corresponding 
figure  for  1965  was  243'9  million, 
and  at  the  present  time  the  indications 
are  that  in  1966  prescriptions  dispensed 
will  be  260  million.  The  total  amount 
paid  as  oncost  for  the  year  1965  was 
just  over  £2  millions  above  the  total 
for  1964.  To  redress  the  balance  it 
has  been  agreed  that  the  rate  of  oncost 
shall  be  reduced,  as  stated,  from  14 
per  cent,  to  13  per  cent,  from  October 
1.  The  increases  in  prescription  num- 
bers has  also  resulted  in  an  increase  of 
almost  £4  millions  in  the  yield  of  pro- 
fessional fees,  but  that  has  been  swal- 
lowed up  in  a  substantial  increase  in 
labour  costs  since  1964,  and  so  no 
change  is  being  made  in  the  profes- 
sional fee. 

The  position  will  be  further  reviewed 
when  the  results  of  the  current  dispens- 
ing costs  inquiry  become  available. 

The  way  the  announcement  was 
made  prompted  Mr.  J.  Wright  (secre- 
tary of  the  Central  N.H.S.  Committee) 
to  write  the  following  letter  to  the 
Ministry  on  September  28  : 
I  write  on  behalf  of  the  Central  N.H.S. 
(Chemist  Contractors)  Committee  to 
protest  strongly  at  the  timing  of  the 
announcement  by  the  Ministry  of  the 
agreement  to  reduce  the  oncost.  It  was 
obviously  desirable  that  chemists 
generally  should  first  be  notified 
through  the  normal  channels  and  not 
be  told  about  a  cut  in  remuneration 
by  radio,  TV  and  the  lay  Press,  none 
of  which  media  could  be  expected  to 
give  the  details  that  are  necessary  to 


Public  Pharmacists 

REPORT  ACCEPTABLE  "ON  THE  WHOLE" 

THE  council  of  the  Guild  of  Public 
Pharmacists,  at  a  meeting  in  London 
on  September  16,  expressed  its  regret 
at  the  failure  of  the  recently  published 
report  of  the  Grosset  Committee  on 
the  Hospital  Pharmaceutical  Service  in 


Scotland  (see  C.  &  D.,  June  18,  p.  604) 
to  recommend  the  appointment  of 
"regional  pharmacists."  However,  the 
opinion  of  the  council  was  that  on  the 
whole  the  report  was  acceptable  and  its 
implementation  would  bring  the  prac- 
tice of  pharmacy  in  Scottish  hospitals 
generally  into  line  with  that  in  Eng- 
land. A  new  draft  of  a  hospital  phar- 
macy "'code  of  practice"  was  con- 
sidered and  referred  back  to  the  plan- 
ning and  professional  services  com- 
mittee. A  report  was  given  on  a  meet- 
ing on  September  15  between  represen- 
tatives of  the  Guild  and  officials  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health.  Topics  discussed 
had  been  (i)  the  role  of  the  hospital 
pharmacist  as  it  seemed  likely  to  deve- 
lop and  (ii)  the  functions  and  constitu- 
tion of  regional  pharmaceutical 
advisory  committees.  The  salaries 
secretary  reported  that,  because  of  diffi- 
culties raised  by  some  treasurers  who 
were  unable  to  count  "points"  for 
pathological  laboratory  attendances,  an 
investigation  was  being  undertaken  by 
the  two  secretaries  of  Pharmaceutical 
Whitley  Council  Committee  "C."  The 
secretary  was  asked  to  write  to  branch 
secretaries  outlining  suggested  alterna- 
tives for  implementing  the  policy  of 
employing  a  paid  secretary  of  the 
Guild.  It  was  unanimously  agreed  that 
Miss  E.  P.  Button  who  had  recently

"Respect"  for  Medicines 

A   SHOWCARD   FOR   WAITING  ROOMS 

AIMING  to  'help  to  ensure  that 
patients  treat  with  respect  the  medi- 
cines which  are  prescribed  for  them,' 
the  Association  of  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Industry  is  distributing  to 
general  medical  practitioners  a  show- 
card  for  display  in  their  waiting  rooms. 
Advice  to  the  patient  is  given  in  three 
injunctions,  each  amusingly  illustrated 


as  here  shown: — ■  'Your  doctor  will 
prescribe  for  you  if  he  thinks  it  neces- 
sary. Do  not  demand  medicines  from 
him.  If  he  does  prescribe  follow  his 
instructions  carefully.'  'Do  not  give  any 
medicines  which  have  been  prescribed 
for  you  to  anybody  else,  and  always 
keep  them  out  of  reach  of  children.'  'If 
any  of  your  medicines  or  tablets  are 
left  at  the  end  of  your  treatment  they 
should  be  destroyed.'  Women  doctors 
are  being  sent  a  version  suitably  adap- 
ted in  illustration  and  wording. 

Advertising  in  Industry 

C.B.I.  TO  INVESTIGATE  ROLE 

THE  Confederation  of  British  Industry 
has  decided  to  set  up  a  committee  to 
examine  the  role  of  advertising  in  total 
marketing  expenditure  and  to  look  at 
marketing  expenditure  as  a  proportion 
of  total  industrial  costs.  The  committee 
will  also  be  asked  to  express  their  views 
about  the  value  of  advertising.  The 
Confederation  has  also  decided  to  urge 
the  Government  to  adopt  Central  Euro- 
pean Time  in  Britain  to  facilitate  trade 
with  the  Continent.  (This  would  mean 


that  British  Summer  Time  would  ex- 
tend throughout  the  year.) 

They  have  also  asked  the  Prime 
Minister  to  take  over  the  chairmanship 
of  the  National  Economic  Development 
Council  (vacant  since  Mr.  George 
Brown  moved  to  the  Foreign  Office), 
and  that  the  Chancellor  of  the  Ex- 
chequer should  be  appointed  a  per- 
manent member  of  N.E.D.C. 

Sickness  Benefits 

GRADUATED  SCHEME  FROM  OCTOBER  6 

NEW  earnings-related  sickness  and 
unemployment  benefits  come  into  force 
on  October  6.  From  that  date  sick  or 
unemployed  persons  may  have  the 
present  flat-rate  benefit  supplemented 
by  earnings-related  additions  of  one- 
third  of  the  average  of  their  weekly 
earnings  between  £9  and  £30.  The 
National  Insurance  (Earnings-related 
Benefit)  Regulations,  1966  (H.M. 
Stationery  Office,  price  one  shilling) 
set  out  the  bands  of  earnings  to  be 
used  to  calculate  benefit,  make  minor 
alterations  (to  simplify  administration) 
to  the  definition  of  "reckonable  earn- 
ings" for  the  purpose  of  the  new  bene- 
fits, and  place  a  duty  on  employers  to 
keep  records  of  reckonable  earnings 
for  the  1966-67  and  subsequent 
tax  years.  To  pay  for  the  new  benefits 
additional  graduated  contributions  will 
be  payable  from  October  5  by  all 
employed  persons  aged  18  or  over  and 
their  employers.  The  rate  will  be  j 
per  cent,  for  each  side  on  earnings 
between  £9  and  £30  a  week. 

Ionising  Radiation 

REPORT  ON  HAZARDS  OF  MEDICAL  USE 

NO  major  restrictions  on  radiological 
practice  are  necessary  says  the  Com- 
mittee on  Radiological  Hazards  to 
Patients  in  its  third  and  final  report 
(H.  M.  Stationery  Office,  price  3s.  6d.). 
The  Committee  deals  with  the  problem 
of  estimating  the  dose  relevant  to  any 
possible  somatic  hazards  arising  from 
the  medical  uses  of  ionising  radiation 
but  finds  that  the  mean  annual  dose  per 
person  from  diagnostic  radiology  does 
not  justify  restrictions,  or  suggest  that 
the  number  and  type  of  examinations 
should  be  dictated  by  other  than  the 
clinical  needs  of  the  patient. 

Dispensing  Doctors 

DEMAND  FOR  "STATUS  QUO"  TO  STAY 

ABOUT  200  country  doctors  represent- 
ing nearly  600  from  all  parts  of  the 
country  met  at  Witney,  Oxfordshire, 
on  September  25  to  discuss  changes  in 
dispensing  procedure  about  to  be 
introduced  by  the  Minister  of  Health. 
A  statement  issued  afterwards  said  that 
the  changes  were  .  .  .  'brought  in  with- 
out prior  knowledge  of  most  dispens- 
ing doctors  and  in  the  face  of  the 
statement  in  the  Doctors'  Charter: 
"That  every  rural  family  doctor  should 
be  free  to  dispense  for  his  patients  if 
he  wishes  and  remain  free  to  do  so." 
Many  village  doctors  would  altogether 
lose  the  right  to  dispense  for  their 
patients  and  others  would  be  com- 
pelled to  do  so  on  terms  unfavourable 
to  their  patients  and  themselves.  These 
measures  could  only  result  in  a  lower 
standard  of  service  to  their  patients. 


The  meeting  expressed  strong  disap- 1 
proval  of  the  proposed  new  system  and  I 
it  declared  that  it  did  not  wish  to  work  I 
any  new  system  until  full  agreement  I 
had  been  reached  between  doctors  and  1 
the  Ministry.'  [For  details  of  the 
changes  see  C.  &   D.,  May  14,  p.  470.] 

Glucose-Starch  Imports 

NO  ACTION  ON  DUMPING 

THE  Board  of  Trade,  which  has  been 
considering  applications  for  the  im- 
position of  anti-dumping  duties  on 
imports  of  maize  and  milo  starches 
originating  in  the  Netherlands,  Belgium, 
the  Federal  Republic  of  Germany, 
France  and  Yugoslavia,  potato  starch 
(farina)  originating  in  the  Netherlands 
and  the  Federal  Republic  of  Germany, 
and  liquid  glucose  originating  in  the 
Netherlands  and  Belgium,  stated  on 
September  16  that  dumping  had  occur- 
red in  the  case  of  imports  of  all  three 
products  from  a  number  of  countries. 
The  Board,  however,  adds  that  it  has 
decided  not  to  take  action  but  will 
keep  the  position  under  review.  The 
Governments  concerned  have  been  in- 
formed accordingly. 

Warble-fly  Eradication 

COMPULSORY    TREATMENT  CAMPAIGN 

A  CAMPAIGN  to  extend  the  use  of 
systemic  treatments  against  warble  fly 
in  cattle  is  being  launched  by  the 
warble  fly  action  group,  set  up  under 
the  aegis  of  the  National  Farmers' 
Union.  A  "Warbles  must  go"  slogan 
will  be  publicised  through  posters, 
leaflets  and  car  stickers  in  the  farming 
areas  of  Great  Britain  until  Novem- 
ber (the  last  month  in  which  the  treat- 
ments can  be  applied).  The  aim  is  to 
'prod'  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  into 
introducing  legislation  to  make  treat- 
ment compulsory  when,  it  is  claimed, 
the  pest  could  be  eradicated  in  three 
years. 

Terramycin  Application 

OWNER  CAN  KEEP  REGISTRATION 

THE  Registrar  of  Trade  Marks  has 
dismissed  applications  by  Inter-Conti- 
nental Pharmaceuticals,  Ltd.,  London, 
W.l,  to  remove  from  the  Trade  Marks 
Register  Pfizer's  Terramycin  trade 
marks.  The  marks  have  for  many  years 
been  used  by  Messrs.  Pfizer  to  denote 
its  brand  of  oxytetracycline.  The  Reg- 
istrar has  also  dismissed  Inter-Conti- 
nental's opposition  to  applications  by 
Messrs.  Pfizer  for  two  additional  regis- 
trations of  the  trade  mark.  These 
decisions  follow  a  two-day  hearing  at 
the  Patent  Office  in  July  (see  C.  &  D., 
August  6,  p.  118). 

Research  Society  Formed 

FORUM  FOR  IDEAS  ON  DRUGS 

THE  inaugural  meeting  of  a  new 
society,  intended  as  a  forum  in  the 
United  Kingdom  at  which  knowledge 
ideas  and  opinions  on  all  aspects  of  re- 
search directed  to  the  discovery  of 
new  drugs  can  be  exchanged,  was  held 
at  17  Bloomsbury  Square,  London, 
W.C.I,  on  September  28.  Professor  N. 
J.  Harper  (University  of  Aston-in- 
Birmingham)  was  in  the  chair.  Impetus 
leading  to  the  new  society,  which  is 
to  be  known  as  the  society  for  Drug 
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Research,  came  from  a  group  corn- 
rising  mainly  medicinal  chemists  work- 
lg  various  industrial  and  academic 
iboratories.  The  Society  states  that 
intends  to  adopt  an  integrated  ap- 
roach  to  the  problems  of  drug  re- 
;arch.  Speakers  at  meetings  will  be 
ncouraged  to  avoid  technical  terms 
nd  phrases  peculiar  to  their  own  dis- 
ipline.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 
Recognition  of  the  Pharmacist 

In  the  course  of  his  address  to  the  Conference  at  Manchester,  the  presi- 
dent of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  (Mr.  J.  C.  Bloomfield)  asked  what 
pharmacists  looked  for  in  the  new  medicines  legislation  and  then  answered 
his  own  question  by  stating  that  primarily  what  was  expected  was  the 
recognition  of  the  pharmacist  as  the  key  factor  in  the  preparation  and 
distribution  of  medicines.  There  will  be  a  measure  of  agreement  with  the 
aspirations  expressed  in  that  general  statement,  but  the  speaker  went  fur- 
ther by  stating  that  the  pharmacist  should  be  involved  in  an  authoritative 
manner  at  all  stages  in  the  process,  from  raw  material  to  the  time  when 
the  finished  product  was  in  the  hands  of  the  user.  I  am  not  quite  clear 
on  two  points.  First,  what  is  meant  by  "authoritative  manner?"  Secondly, 
what  sort  of  raw  material?  So  many  of  the  complex  chemicals  in  the 
physician's  repertoire  begin  at  a  very  early  stage  in  processes  that  are, 
while  not  under  pharmaceutical  control,  in  the  capable  and  expert  hands 
of  chemists  and  scientists  of  high  qualification  indeed.  To  suggest  that 
the  pharmacist  should  be  involved  in  an  authoritative  manner  in  such 
processes  seems  to  be  asking  for  rather  a  lot.  One  can  think  of  a  number 
of  substances  that  may  be  regarded  as  in  competent  hands,  even  if  those 
hands  are  not  subject  to  pharmaceutical  authority  —  the  products  of 
fermentation  the  large-scale  production  of  glycerin,  sugar,  tannic  acid, 
the  salts  of  magnesium,  ethyl  or  absolute  alcohol,  or  the  many  items 
advertised  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  Year-book  that  are  imported 
from  France,  Holland,  Germany,  and  as  far  away  as  Japan.  And  what  of 
radioactive  iodine?  It  is  difficult  to  establish  in  what  manner  the  pharma- 
cist is  to  become  involved  in  an  authoritative  manner  in  matters  such  as 
those.  That  is  another  world  so  far  as  pharmacy  is  concerned.  At  what 
stage  is  raw  material  really  raw? 

Echo  Answers 

Under  the  heading  "Drugs  over  the  counter.  Getting  'high'  costs 
pennies,"  a  newspaper  described  how  habit-forming  drugs  were  readily 
available  over  the  counter  at  most  chemists'  shops  in  Swindon,  and  that 
despite  a  tightening  of  restrictions  on  sales.  It  appears  that  the  newspaper 
concerned,  the  Swindon  Echo,  named  the  drugs  that  were  habit-forming 
and  readily  available,  though  I  am  in  the  dark  as  to  the  nature  of  the 
restrictions  referred  to  or  the  manner  of  their  tightening.  The  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  took  exception  to  the  article  and  complained  to  the  Press 
Council  on  the  grounds  that  such  publicity  might  induce  some  young 
people  to  embark  on  drug  taking.  The  complaint  has  been  rejected  by 
the  Press  Council,  though  its  qualifications  for  adjudicating  in  the  matter 
are  not  made  clear  in  the  judgment,  in  which  it  was  said  that  the  Councils 
consider  the  article  to  have  been  of  value  to  parents  and  others  con- 
cerned about  the  easy  availability  of  certain  drugs,  and  that  it  did  not 
consider  publication  to  be  contrary  to  the  public  interest.  The  judgment 
did  not  go  so  far  as  to  say  positively  that  publication  of  the  story  was 
in  the  public  interest.  If  that  had  been  its  intention,  I  have  the  feeling 
that  the  matter  would  not  have  appeared  under  the  heading  "Getting 
'high'  costs  pennies." 

Prescription  Forgery  and  Theft 

I  note  that  the  report  of  the  Inner  London  Executive  Council  contains 
a  foreword  by  its  chairman  (Mr.  A.  Aldington)  on  the  subject  of  the 
theft  of  doctors'  prescription  forms  and  their  subsequent  forgery  for  the 
purpose  of  obtaining  drugs.  More  care  on  the  part  of  the  doctor  seems 
to  be  indicated.  Another  point  that  comes  to  mind  is  the  modern  practice 
of  teaching  a  simplified  form  of  prescribing  in  which  Latin  has  dis- 
appeared and  the  traditional  form  of  the  prescription  has  undergone 
such  drastic  alteration  as  to  make  some  perfectly  genuine  prescriptions  look 
like  the  work  of  what  the  detective  novels  describe  as  bungling  amateurs. 
That  makes  the  work  of  the  forger  less  easy  to  detect. 
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Treating  Botulism  and  Tumours 

AMERICAN  CHEMICAL  SOCIETY  TOLD  OF  PROGRESS 


THE  possibility  that  5-hydroxytrypta- 
mine  (5HT)  may  lead  to  a  greater 
understanding  of  the  mode  of  action  of 
botulina  toxin  was  mooted  at  the  nat- 
ional meeting  of  the  American  Chem- 
ical Society  held  in  New  York, 
recently.  Dr.  D.  A.  Boroff  (Albert 
Einstein  Medical  Centre,  Philadelphia) 
reported  that  when  5HT  was  injected 
into  mice  infected  with  botulism  their 
lives  were  prolonged  by  seventy 
minutes.  Normally  they  would  have 
died  in  twenty  minutes.  That  difference 
was  significant  and  raised  hope  that, 
since  some  action  of  5HT  on  nerve 
cells  was  known,  it  might  lead  to  an 
understanding  of  the  way  the  substance 
interfered  with  the  killing  action  of  the 
toxin.  It  would  perhaps  "ultimately 
lead  to  the  development  of  therapeutic 
measures  to  combat  this  dreaded  dis- 
ease," Dr.  Boroff  said. 

Caused  by  the  bacterium  Clostri- 
dium botulinum,  botulism  affected 
mostly  domestic  and  wild  animals, 
although  three  outbreaks  had  been 
reported  among  humans  in  the  past 
two  years,  resulting  in  ten  deaths.  The 
toxin,  a  protein,  was  believed  to  affect 
the  nervous  system  by  interfering  with 
the  normal  action  of  5HT  causing 
paralysis  of  chest  muscles,  the  diaph- 
ragm, and  other  organs.  When  tryp- 
tophan, a  constituent  of  the  protein, 
was  destroyed  by  a  bromine  compound 
of  visible  light,  the  activity  of  the  toxin 
was  destroyed,  indicating  that  trypto- 
phan was  somehow  connected  with  its 
toxicity. 

While  the  toxin  was  being  purified, 
it  had  been  found  to  break  down  into 
a  number  of  small  fractions,  Dr.  Bor- 
off noted.  One  of  the  fractions  con- 
tained all  the  toxin,  and  there  was 
evidence  that  it  could  be  fragmented 
even  further  to  make  future  studies  on 
the  toxin  easier. 

At  the  same  meeting  it  was  reported 
that  the  newly  developed  acetylenic 
carbamates  showed  potent  activity 
against  experimental  mouse  tumours. 
Research  workers  from  Eli  Lilly  & 
Co.,  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  reported 
that  a  large  number  of  carbamates  had 
been  prepared  for  studies  of  the  rela- 
tionships between  their  various  molecu- 
lar structures  and  antitumour  activity. 
It  had  been  found  that  the  acetylenic 
part  of  the  molecule  was  essential  for 
potent  antitumour  effects. 

Activity  Against  Mouse  Leukaemia 

The  new  compounds  were  unusual 
in  their  ability  to  inhibit  a  type  of 
mouse  leukaemia  resistant  to  the  clin- 
ically useful  cancer  drugs.  They  were 
active  when  administered  either  by 
injection  or  by  mouth.  Since  they  were 
most  active  against  the  myelogenous 
leukaemia  C-1498  and  the  plasma-cell 
tumour  X-5563,  those  tumours  had 
been  used  to  evaluate  their  relative 
efficacy.  It  was  emphasised  that  several 
years  of  further  studies  might  elapse 
before  it  was  known  whether  the  new 
compounds  would  be  useful  in  the 
treatment  of  human  cancers. 


Another  material,  this  time  of  plant 
origin,  that  slowed  the  spread  of  leu- 
kaemia and  the  growth  of  tumours  in 
mice  and  rats  was  reported  to  the 
meeting  by  Dr.  M.  E.  Wall  (director, 
Natural  Products  Laboratory,  Research 
Triangle  Institute,  Durham,  North 
Carolina). 

Leukaemic  mice  treated  with  camp- 
tothecin, a  crystalline  compound  ob- 
tained from  the  leaves  and  twigs  of  a 
Chinese  tree,  Cdmptotheca  acuminata, 
Nyssaceae,  lived  twice  as  long  as  un- 
treated mice,  he  said.  Antileukaemia 
activity  was  rare  in  plant  compounds, 
he  pointed  out,  only  about  seven  of 
the  25,090  plants  tested  in  various  lab- 
oratories, having  shown  strong  anti- 
leukaemia  activity  in  test  animals. 

Structure  Studies 

X-ray  studies  of  camptothecin's 
structure  at  the  University  of  Illinois 
had  shown  it  to  be  the  first  member 
of  a  new  class  of  plant  compounds. 
Separating  camptothecin  from  its  al- 
cohol extract  was  a  difficult  task  be- 
cause of  its  low  concentration,  100 
pounds  of  plant  materials  yielding  only 
one  quarter  of  an  ounce  of  camptothe- 
cin. Attempts  were  currently  being 
made  to  synthesise  the  compound  and 
studies  of  the  effect  of  structural  chan- 
ges on  its  biological  activity  carried 
out.  Camptothecin  had  been  found  to 
contain  a  lactone  group,  it  was  stated. 
Dr.  S.  Kupchan  (professor  of  pharma- 
ceutical chemistry,  University  of  Wis- 
consin) reported  that,  for  the  past  seven 
years,  workers  at  the  University  of 
Wisconsin  had  been  examining  tum- 
our-inhibiting properties  of  plants  and 
from  the  several  thousand  plants  tested 
150  p'ant  extracts  and  fifteen  tumour- 
inhibiting  compounds  had  been  iso- 
lated. Many  of  the  plants  examined 
had  been  part  of  the  folk  medicine  of 
various  countries,  Dr.  Kupchan  said. 
The  woody  nightshade,  or  bittersweet, 
had  been  used  to  treat  cancers,  tum- 
ours, and  warts  in  at  least  ten  coun- 
tries since  180  A.D.  Its  tumour-inhibit- 
ing factor,  like  all  the  others,  had  been 
identified  first  by  a  systematic  break- 
down of  the  plant  extract  to  isolate 
the  factor  and  then  by  testing  each 
isolated  fraction. 

A  compound  derived  from  Acnistus 
arborescens,  a  plant  used  to  treat 
cancer  in  Costa  Rica  for  many  years, 
had  been  shown  late  in  1965  to  poss- 
ess a  new  and  unique  structure  among 
plant-derived  tumour  inhibitors. 

Extracts  from  another  plant  from 
Costa  Rica,  popularly  called  "cancer- 
illo",  had  been  found  to  inhibit  the 
growth  of  cancerous  tissue  from  the 
human  nasopharynx  in  laboratory  cul- 
tures. Commonly  known  as  red  milk- 
weed, the  plant's  tumour-inhibiting 
compounds  had  been  shown  to  belong 
to  the  cardiac  glycosides. 

Other  plants  not  mentioned  in  folk 
medicine,  but  shown  to  have  antitu- 
mour activity  included  Thalictrum 
desycarpum,  or  meadow  rue,  a  common 
Wisconsin  plant,  which  had  yielded  a 


new  alkaloid  thalicarpine  that  retarded 
the  growth  of  intramuscular  tumours 
in  rats.  Chemical  studies  showed  that 
thalicarpine  had  an  unusual  dimeric 
(two  nitrogenous  parts)  structure.  Simi- 
larly, Elcphantopiis  elatus  from  Florida 
produced  elephantopin  and  elephantin, 
which  also  retarded  intramuscular 
rat  tumours. 

LEGAL  REPORTS 
Trainee  Student  Pharmacist  Fined 

Charged  on  remand  recently  at  Marl- 
borough Street  court,  London,  with 
stealing  a  quantity  of  heroin  and  can- 
nabis from  his  employers  and  supply- 
ing it  without  authority  to  a  croupier 
who  shared  his  flat,  Peter  John  Mc- 
Kenna,  a  trainee  student  pharmacist 
with  Savory  &  Moore,  Ltd.,  at  their 
premises  in  Gloucester  Road,  South 
Kensington,  London,  was  fined  £100. 
For  receiving  373  grains  of  heroin, 
knowing  it  to  have  been  stolen,  and 
possessing  it  without  authority  at  Field 
End  Road,  Ruislip,  the  croupier, 
Robert  Robertson  Hendry,  was  also 
fined  £100.  A  probation  officer  said 
that  McKenna,  a  graduate  of  Man- 
chester University,  had  obtained  the 
drug  and  had  passed  it  to  Hendry  to 
sell,  hoping  thereby  to  settle  outstand- 
ing debts  which  he  had  incurred.  He 
had  now  completely  ruined  his  chances 
of  being  registered  with  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society. 

Possession  of  an  Opium  Pipe 

An  opium  pipe  purchased  as  a 
souvenir  by  a  20-year-old  art  student 
was  produced  at  Dover  magistrates 
court  on  September  26.  Before  the 
court  was  Miss  Jacqueline  Eastwick- 
Field,  Highbury,  London,  who  pleaded 
"not  guilty"  to  having  in  her  posses- 
sion a  pipe  for  use  in  connection  with 
the  smoking  of  opium.  Nine  days 
earlier  she  had  pleaded  "guilty"  to  the 
charge  but  the  magistrates  had  ad- 
journed the  case  for  further  informa- 
tion. When  Miss  Eastwick-Field  came 
before  the  court  again  Inspector  J. 
Hinton  said  it  was  the  prosecution's 
submission  that  there  was  an  absolute 
prohibition  of  possession  of  such 
pipes.  Mr.  J.  Stucley,  for  the  girl,  said 
that,  if  that  was  so,  any  curator  of  an 
oriental  museum  stood  in  jeopardy. 
Opium  could  adequately  be  smoked  in 
an  ordinary  tobacco  pipe  and  therefore 
all  pipe  smokers  could  be  charged.  He 
maintained  that  the  prosecution  had  to 
prove  intention  to  use  the  pipe  for 
smoking  opium.  A  customs  officer, 
Mr.  M.  Coles,  said  that  the  girl  had 
produced  the  pipe  on  arrival  at  Dover 
from  the  Continent.  No  drugs  had 
been  found  in  her  possession  and  he 
did  not  think  that  the  pipe  had  ever 
been  smoked.  The  magistrates  accep- 
ted the  defence  submission  that  there 
was  no  case  to  answer  but  rejected  an 
appeal  for  costs  against  the  police. 

Antibiotics  Appeal  Rejected 

The  United  States  Court  of  Appeals 
has  rejected  an  appeal  by  three  men 
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convicted,  by  the  New  York  Federal 
Court  on  December  17,  1965,  of  con- 
spiring to  steal,  transport  and  sell 
antibiotic  secrets  owned  by  American 
Cyanamid  Company  (see  C.  &  D., 
December  25,  1965,  p.  633  and  Janu- 
ary 29,  p.  102).  Judge  H.  J.  Friendly, 
in  rendering  the  Court's  unanimous  de- 
cision, held  that  the  research  informa- 
tion contained  in  industrial  documents 
was  just  as  much  property  as  the  docu- 
ments themselves.  The  three  appellants 
had  contended  that  they  had  not  trans- 
ported documents  actually  stolen 
from  the  company.  The  Appeals  Court 
ruled  "It  would  offend  common  sense 
to  hold  that  these  defendants  fall  out- 
side the  statute  simply  because,  in 
efforts  to  avoid  detection,  their  con- 
federates were  at  pains  to  Testore  the 
original  papers  to  Lederle's  files  and 
transport  only  copies  or  notes,  al- 
though an  oversight  would  have 
brought  them  within  it."  "The  prob- 
lem, as  the  Court  pointed  out,  was  that 
these  Lederle  developments,  combined 
with  'the  lack  of  patent  protection  in 
certain  foreign  countries  created  a 
market  for  stolen  cultures  and  secret 
processes  and  furnished  a  substantial 
incentive  for  theft',"  commented  Mr. 
L.  Duncan  (vice-president  for  medical 
affairs,  American  Cyanamid  Co.).

PROFESSOR  EUGEN  BAMANN, 


to  whom  the  Host-Madsen  medal  was 
presented  at  Madrid  on  September  19 
(see  p.  328)  is  the  son  of  a  phar- 
macist. Born  on  January  14,  1900,  he 
took  his  higher  studies  in  pharmacy, 
chemistry  and  biochemistry  in  the 
Universities  of  Munich  and  Wurzburg, 
before  gaining  in  1926  the  Doctorat  en 
Philozophie  of  the  University  of 
Munich.  Two  years  before  that  date 
he  had  entered  the  laboratory  of  Will- 
statter,  and  was  engaged  in  research 
there  until  1931.  This  first  researches, 
carried  out  in  collaboration  with  Will- 
statter,  related  to  enzymes  and  their 
mechanism  of  action.  They  had  to  do 
with  the  preparation  of  hydrolases  of 
sugars  and  proteins.  Professor  Bamann 
showed  in  1928,  with  Willstatter 
and  Kahn,  in  a  work  remarkable  at 
that  period,  that  esterases  attacking 
a  racemic  substrate  act  selectively  on 
only  one  stereoisomer,  liberating  an 
optically  active  molecule.  That  notion 
has  become  classic,  but  the  demonstra- 
tion that  was  made  by  the  authors  in 
1928  had  great  importance  since  it 
constituted  a  decisive  stage  in  the 
elaboration  of  the  ideas  of  Pasteur  on 
the  biological  origin  of  optically  active 
molecules  and  on  the  relation  between 
stereochemical  specificity  of  the  enzyme 
and  the  molecular  structure  of  the 
substrate.  Bamann  was  subsequently  to 
study  aspects  of  the  problem  at  length 
and  in  numerous  examples,  as  well  as 
the  kinetics  of  the  hydrolysis  reactions 
of  both  optically  active  and  inactive 
esters.  The  researches  of  Bamann 
showed  that  a  synthetic  compound 
could  be  racemic,  as  in  a  chemical 
reaction  in  vitro  effected  in  the  ab- 
sence of  reagents  that  were  themselves 
optically  active.  From  his  vast  studies 
in  enzymatic  reactions  Bamann  broke 
off  in  1957  to  examine  the  ways  in 
which  reactions  were  catalysed  by 
physical  agents,  especially  ultraviolet 
photons.  He  extended  to  botany  and 
zoology  his  investigations  into  the 
stereochemical  specificity  of  action  of 
enzymes.  In  a  completely  different  field 
he  synthesised  many  new  organic  medi- 
caments, including  compounds  related 
to  N-N'  dibutyl-y-y'  diphenylethyl- 
enediamines  and  to  new  local  anaes- 
thetics. He  remained  faithful  through- 
out his  career  to  the  influence  Will- 
statter had  had  upon  him  as  a  young 
man.  His  career  as  a  university  teacher 
opened  when  he  became,  in  1931, 
reader  in  organic  chemistry  at  the 
university  of  Munich.  In  1935  he  was 
professor  of  pharmacy  at  the  university 
of  Tubingen,  and  in  1941  professor  of 
pharmaceutical  chemistry  and  director 
of  the  institute  of  pharmacy  of  Prague, 
a  post  he  was  to  occupy  until  1945  In 
1948  he  was  nominated  professor  of 
pharmaceutical  chemistry  and  bio- 
chemistry and  director  of  the  Institute 
of  Pharmacy  and  Biochemistry  of  the 
university  of  Munich,  a  post  he  con- 
tinues to  occupy.  He  has  been  presi- 
dent of  the  Deutsche  Pharmazeutische 
Gessellschaft.

INQUESTS 


Contaminated  Anaesthetic. — The  Bris- 
tol coroner  recorded  a  verdict  of  mis- 
adventure on  Mrs.  M.  E.  Watts,  Green- 
wood Road,  Worle,  Weston-super- 
Mare,  who  died  in  Bristol  general  hos- 
pital while  being  prepared  for  an 
operation.  A  pathologist  said  the  death 
was  due  to  pulmonary  oedema  follow- 
ing nitrogen  dioxide  poisoning  during 
the  administration  of  an  anaesthetic. 
An  investigating  officer  of  British  Oxy- 
gen Co.,  Ltd.  said  a  series  of  coinci- 
dences had  led  to  contamination  of 
some  nitrous  oxide  cylinders.  Asked 
if  he  would  rate  the  odds  of  a  cylinder 
being   contaminated   as   fantastic,  he 


replied  'Yes,  once  in  40  years  times 
100  cylinders  an  hour,  24  hours  a  day. 
It  is  a  chance  in  millions.'  Steps  had 
been  taken  to  prevent  such  a  remote 
possibility  occurring  again.  Counsel 
for  the  company  said  that  the  company 
accepted  responsibility  for  the  death. 
There  was  no  question  of  liability  for 
the  hospital  or  the  medical  staff  con- 
cerned. —  An  official  statement  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  confirms  that  Mini- 
try  officials  have  been  in  close  touch 
with  the  company  about  the  cause  of 
the  contamination  of  nitrous  oxide  and 
'agree  that  the  explanation  of  the  acci- 
dent as  given  in  the  firm's  statement 
is  consistent  with  the  evidence  which 
has  come  to  light.  They  are  satisfied 
that  the  intensified  inspection  pro- 
cedures which  the  firm  has  now  intro- 
duced provide  an  adequate  margin  of 
safety.  Consultations  with  the  firm  are 
continuing.'

In  Favour  of  "N.P." 

Sir, — Much  though  I  normally  en- 
joy reading  the  contributions  of  "E.  C. 
Tenner",  1  must  express  my  disagree- 
ment with  his  outburst  (C.  &  D.,  Sep- 
tember 24,  p.  300)  on  the  "N.P."  sub- 
ject. Of  all  that  has  been  written  and 
said  on  this  topic,  this  must  be  the 
ultimate  in  muddled  thinking.  I  seem 
to  remember  in  your  correspondence 
columns,  or  possibly  those  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Journal,  some  months,  or 


even  years  ago,  several  letters  com- 
plaining of  lack  of  co-operation  shown 
towards  us  by  the  medical  profession. 
The  article  in  question,  if  read  by  a 
doctor,  which  it  undoubtedly  will  be, 
could  give  rise  to  the  label  "Unco- 
operative pharmacists".  Although  many 
of  the  statements  in  the  article  are 
basicallv  true  for  example  transfer- 
ence of  tablets  from  bottle  to  bottle 
by  a  few  patients,  a  name  on  the  label 
of  a  bottle  containing  one  type  of 
non-proprietary    "little  white  tablet," 


unidentifiable  by  the  otherwise  excel- 
lent C.  &  D.  chart,  could  be  of  great 
assistance  in  the  saving  of  a  human 
life.  Surely  one  life  saved  is  worth 
many  minutes  of  writing,  whether  paid 
for  or  not,  and  in  spite  of  the  unprint- 
able comments  of  "E.  C.  Tenner's" 
young  lady  label  writer.  I  must  agree 
that  a  good  coding  system  for  all  tab- 
lets, etc.,  is  the  ideal  solution,  but  this 
would  obviously  require  lengthy  con- 
sultations between  all  interested  parties, 
followed  by  a  voluntary  agreement  be- 
tween all  manufacturers.  That  we  may 
hope  to  see  in  the  future,  but  what 
is  to  happen  in  the  meantime?  "N.P.", 
whether  included  on  the  label  auto- 
matically or  at  the  request  of  the  pre- 
scriber,  is  the  only  solution,  the  choice 
of  these  alternatives  being  made  by 
the  medical  profession.  From  personal 
experience,  the  doctors  in  my  area  who 
specify  N.P.  are  amongst  the  better  re- 
cord-keepers, judging  from  their 
prompt  and  complete  answers  to  tele- 
phone inquiries.  Thus  the  charge  of 
idleness  is  unjustified  in  at  least  some 
cases.  Also,  in  this  area,  a  locum  im- 
plies any  neighbouring  G.P.  who  will 
act  for  a  colleague  on  holiday  — 
always,  except  in  the  case  of  partner- 
ships, without  the  necessary  records, 
which  are  locked  away  in  the  absent 
doctor's  surgery.  Thus  the  "locum" 
must  rely  upon  the  memory  of  the  dis- 
penser of  the  tablets  demanded  by  his 
temporary  patient.  During  holiday 
times  we  receive  frequent  inquiries  of 
this  kind  from  nearby  doctors.  From 
the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  I  am  in 
favour  of  "N.P.,"  preferably  to  be  in- 
cluded unless  otherwise  instructed,  but 
we  must  abide  by  the  wishes  of  the 
medical  profession,  who  are  respons- 
ible for  diagnosing  the  complaint,  and 
for  deciding  the  treatment  to  be  given 
to  their  patients.  The  question  of  pay- 
ment is  a  political  decision  to  be 
arrived  at  by  pharmacists  and  the 
National  Health  Service  administrators, 
and  in  no  way  involves  the  doctors,  or 
their  individual  or  collective  reasons 
for  asking  us  to  name  medicines  or  to 
preserve  secrecy.

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Problems  of  the  Federation's  Future 

At  its  twenty-sixth  General  Assembly  in  Madrid,  Sep- 
tember 19-24  (see  p.  328)  the  International  Pharmaceu- 
tical Federation  reached  a  new  peak  in  numbers.  With 
2,200  present  from  fifty  countries  (about  500  from 
the  host  country  Spain),  the  attendance  was  at  a  level 
that  reduces  to  a  handful  the  number  of  cities  in 
Europe  with  hotel  or  hostel  accommodation  adequate 
for  so  many  visitors  in  one  party  —  to  still  fewer 
those  with  conference  rooms  of  the  size  necessary  for 
a  full  gathering  and  ancillary  rooms  for  holding  — 
as  at  Madrid  on  some  days  —  as  many  as  nine  smaller 
meetings  going  on  at  the  same  time.  In  that  respect 
Madrid  was  exceptional,  housing  all  those  activities  in 
one  building  with  excellent  amenities  (comfortable 
seating,  good  acoustics  and  air-conditioning,  new  and 
efficient  hearing  aids  for  the  simultaneous  interpreta- 
tions, and  the  ability  to  move  in  and  out  without  dis- 
tracting speaker  or  hearers). 

It  is  true  that  many  of  the  sessions  called  for  less 
use  of  those  facilities  than  may  have  been  bargained 
for.  The  absentees  must  have  included  many  seduced 
from  original  good  intentions  by  the  superb  weather 
as  well  as  those  —  and  there  are  always  some  —  who 
came  without  even  the  pretence  of  sitting  in. 

New  kinds  of  problems  have  been  thrown  up  by  the 
Madrid  Congress.  Has  the  limit  been  reached  in  size 
so  that,  if  still  greater  numbers  apply,  the  available 
accommodation  at  future  intended  venues  will  dictate 
an  embargo  beyond  a  given  total?  If  so,  on  what  gen- 
erally acceptable  basis  can  something  of  a  quota  system 
be  applied?  Is  it  possible  to  estimate  the  likely  number 
of  active  contributors  and  ensure  places  for  them?  Will 
the  number  of  mere  holiday  makers  continue  to  grow, 
or  was  Madrid  a  special  magnet? 

Some  familiar  problems  also  await  solution.  Ironi- 
cally, since  one  of  the  papers  at  the  press  and  docu- 
mentation section  described  a  super-efficient  (if  costly) 
system  of  collecting  technical  information  and  sorting 
it  out,  the  provision  of  preprints  in  the  right  quantities 
in  the  right  place  at  the  right  time  has  not  yet  been 
achieved.  The  fact  that  one  large  batch  of  preprints 
was  dammed  up  en  route  to  Madrid,  was  a  misfortune 
all  may  hope  was  unique,  and  some  of  the  printed 
or  duplicated  matter  that  did  get  through  was  excellent. 
But  there  were  sessions  where  neither  papers  nor  sum- 
maries were  available  of  some  contributions  members 
had  come  specially  to  hear. 


It  seemed  clear,  too,  that  many  members  were  forced 
to  make  a  choice  between  open  sectional  meetings  of 
almost  equal  appeal  to  them  and  would  have  liked 
at  least  the  opportunity  to  take  away  texts  of  the 
papers  they  could  not  be  present  to  hear.  Could  not 
some  clearing-house  of  the  Congress  literature  be  or- 
ganised at  future  Assemblies?  It  is  believed  that  the 
scientific  section  is  making  a  determined  onslaught 
at  its  Montpellier  meeting  in  1967  on  the  particular 
problem  of  circulating  preprints  and  summaries,  and 
it  is  to  be  hoped  that  other  sections  will  also  find  the 
answer,  even  if  it  means  ruthless  insistence  on  authors' 
keeping  rigid  deadlines  for  submitting  their  material. 

The  problems  of  these  and  other  kinds  come  at 
a  time  when  there  are  major  changes  among  the  prin- 
cipal officers  of  the  Federation  and  its  scientific  section. 
That  might  aggravate  the  problems  if  the  incoming 
president,  general  secretary  and  sectional  chairman 
were  completely  "new  boys.'1  In  fact  they  come  in  with 
long  experience  themselves  in  other  capacities.  If  not 
as  new  brooms  to  sweep  clean  they  come  as  new 
incumbents  determined  to  acquit  themselves  well. 
Though  the  Federation's  future  course  may  take  new 
directions  its  impetus  to  raise  pharmacy's  standards 
remains  as  great  as  ever  —  greater  perhaps  —  and  the 
forward  outlook  is  full  of  promise. 

Target  Almost  Achieved 

After  the  Prime  Minister  announced  on  July  20  a  10 
per  cent,  increase  in  the  rate  of  purchase  tax,  the  C.  & 
D.  Cumulative  Price  Supplement,  it  will  be  recalled,  was 
temporarily  suspended  in  favour  of  an  Interim  Price 
Supplement  giving  new  retail  prices  as  notified.  In  intro- 
ductory paragraphs  to  that  supplement  it  was  stated,  in 
relation  to  the  issue  of  the  C.  &  D.  Quarterly  Price  List 
(which  ordinarily  would  have  been  published  on  Septem- 
ber 1),  that  "the  decision  was  taken  to  aim  at  publication 
a  month  later,  i.e.  on  October  1."  In  the  event,  it  has  not 
quite  been  found  possible  to  adhere  to  that  new  date, 
the  amount  of  work  involved  having  placed  too  heavy 
a  burden  on  the  printers.  We  are  pleased  to  announce, 
however,  that  posting  of  the  Quarterly  Price  List  is 
being  completed  by  Tuesday,  October  4,  and  that  copies 
should  be  in  the  hands  of  most  subscribers  the  following 
day.

MONTHLY  MEETING  OF  COUNCIL 


AN  appeal  to  pharmacists  not  to  enter  into  any 
negotiations  with  local  authorities,  either  at  indivi- 
dual or  group  level,  without  first  consulting  either 
the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  or 
the  Irish  Drug  Association,  was  made  by  the  Society's 
president  (Mr.  J.  P.  OTJonnell)  at  the  monthly  meeting 
of  Council  held  in  Dublin  on  September  13. 

He  said  members  should  fully  avail  themselves  of  the 
experience  and  machinery  of  the  two  bodies  to  the  full 
before  committing  themselves  in  any  way.  In  Nenagh,  he 
said,  the  local  authority  was  seeking  the  services  of  a 
pharmacist  to  dispense  for  the  lower  income  group  at  about 
£635  a  year. 

Mr.  D.  J.  Kennelly  said  that  independent  negotiations 
with  local  authorities  by  any  group  of  pharmacists  would 
be  a  retrograde  step  leading  to  a  complete  absence  of 
uniformity  on  duties  and  salary  rates.  In  effect,  the  official 
negotiating  body  composed  of  representatives  of  the  Coun- 
cil and  the  I.D.A.  would  have  no  purpose.  'I  am  sure  that 
the  pharmacists  concerned  in  Tipperary  did  not  realise  the 
seriousness  of  taking  it  on  themselves  to  enter  into  negotia- 
tion with  the  local  authority.' 

Assured  by  the  President  that  the  appeal  applied  to 
individuals  Mr.  T.  S.  Harty  said  he  would  like  that  made 
abundantly  clear.  Mr.  M.  J.  Mulreany  said  that,  as 
matters  stood,  pharmacists  employed  on  a  part-time  basis 
in  local-authority  institutions  were  being  asked  to  do  work 
in  excess  of  their  contract,  and  they  did  not  know  where 
to  look  for  guidance  or  advice.  In  regard  to  hardship  cases, 
that  practice  was  "snowballing."  One  pharmacist,  when 
asked  to  do  extra  work,  had  feared  to  name  a  figure  for 
extra  payment  in  case  it  should  jeopardise  colleagues  simi- 
larly affected  in  other  institutions. 

Mr.  F.  Loughman  said  that  a  co.  Tipperary  maternity 
nursing  home  was  having  its  prescriptions  dispensed  in  the 
local  dispensary.  Arrangements  had  been  made  by  the 
local  pharmacists  to  discuss  the  matter  with  the  county 
manager.  Mr.  Harty  suggested  that  pharmacists  should  not 
accept  any  new  conditions  in  local  authority  institutions 
before  consulting  their  representative  body. 

'It  all  goes  to  pinpoint  the  chaotic  and  unorganised  posi- 
tion of  pharmacy  at  present,'  said  Mr.  T.  R.  Miller  who 
felt  that,  if  the  Irish  Pharmaceutical  Association  had  the 
full  support  of  members,  it  would  be  strong  enough  to 
rectify  matters.  The  President  insisted  that  the  Council 
had  definite  aims  and  was  clear  on  the  course  pursued. 
They  were  discussing  abuses.  'We  have  now  arrived  at 
the  stage  at  which  we  may  be  asked  to  do  dispensing  for 
people  at  all  levels,  and  that  is  a  dramatic  change.'  He 
was  concerned  at  the  trend  towards  putting  private  patients 
into  other  categories,  and  suggested  that  the  attention  of 
the  Department  of  Health  should  be  drawn  to  that  deve- 
lopment. 

Losses  to  be  Subsidised 

Mr.  R.  J.  Power  recalled  that  the  Minister  for  Health 
had  told  the  medical  profession  he  would  deal  sympatheti- 
cally with  any  cases  in  which  loss  of  income  was  estab- 
lished and  would  subsidise  such  losses.  If  the  State  took 
steps  affecting  the  livelihood  of  the  community  pharmacist, 
the  Minister's  attention  should  be  drawn  to  the  matter.  He 
urged  a  meeting  of  representatives  of  the  Council,  the 
I.D.A.  and  the  Irish  Pharmaceutical  Association  to  discuss 
the  position. 

Mr.  M.  L.  Cashman  said  Mr.  Mulreany's  remarks  in- 
dicated a  serious  void  in  pharmacy.  Unfortunately  no 
branch  had  an  appropriate  negotiating  licence.  It  was  time 
terms  of  employment  were  revised  in  dispensaries.  With 
a  negotiating  licence  the  Irish  Pharmaceutical  Association 


would  be  in  a  position  to  approach  county  managers.  So 
long  as  the  clause  "or  such  other  duties"  was  in  their 
terms  of  employment,  pharmacists  in  local  authority  in- 
stitutions would  have  to  do  exactly  what  they  were  told. 
A  local  authority  advertisement  for  a  pharmacist  in  co. 
Tipperary  offered  less  than  a  labourer's  wage,  he  asserted. 

The  President  agreed  that  the  number  of  people  from 
the  middle  income  group  who  were  getting  free  medicines 
had  increased  and  that  they  should  draw  the  attention 
of  the  Minister  for  Health  to  the  situation. 

When  Mr.  Cashman  suggested  an  immediate  meeting 
with  the  I.D.A.,  the  registrar  (Mr.  J.  G.  Coleman)  said 
that  the  Association's  secretary  (Mr.  Smith)  had  told  him 
it  was  100  per  cent,  behind  the  Council  on  the  matter.  Mr. 
Miller  fek  there  should  be  regular  meetings  of  the 
negotiating  committee  to  keep  up  to  date  with  develop- 
ments and  that  the  committee  should  have  its  own  secre- 
tary. It  was  agreed  to  meet  members  of  the  I.D.A.  at  an 
early  date  to  review  the  matter. 

Mr.  Miller  asked  if  there  had  been  any  developments 
since  the  previous  meeting,  at  which  Professor  Timoney's 
concern  at  the  small  intake  of  students  to  the  College  of 
Pharmacy  had  been  discussed.  The  President  replied  that 
the  position  was  now  rectifying  itself,  forty-five  students 
having  enrolled  for  the  new  course  so  far. 

Brochure  on  Pharmacy 

Mr.  Loughman  urged  that  publication  of  the  new 
brochure  on  pharmacy  as  a  career  should  be  proceeded 
with  immediately.  A  Clonmel  pharmacist  who  had  gone 
to  the  local  convent  in  search  of  a  girl  to  train  as  an 
assistant,  had  told  him  the  teachers  had  not  had  the 
foggiest  idea  what  subjects  were  required  for  pharmacy. 
He  thought  the  Council  should  seek  an  interview  with  the 
Minister  for  Health  to  place  their  views  before  him.  The 
President  expressed  his  thorough  agreement. 

Mr.  Miller  thought  a  special  meeting  should  be  held 
to  consider  the  implications  of  Professor  Timoney's  letter 
as  it  involved  matters  fundamental  to  the  future  of  Irish 
pharmacy.  It  was  time  they  made  up  their  minds  what  they 
were  going  to  do.  Mr.  Walsh,  while  agreeing  that  the 
Council  should  take  the  matter  seriously,  did  not  think 
a  special  meeting  would  serve  any  purpose  unless  they 
had  specific  plans  to  discuss.  He  was  concerned  with  the 
qualitative  rather  than  the  quantitative  intake  and  would 
like  to  know  if  many  new  students  came  from  families 
not  connected  with  pharmacy. 

The  President  said  the  Council  required  both  a  short- 
term  and  a  long-term  policy  The  short-term  policy  would 
be  incorporated  in  the  new  booklet,  which  would  be 
circulated  to  all  secondary  schools.  The  long-term  policy 
would  have  to  do  with  planning  for  the  future. 

When  Mr.  Walsh  said  he  considered  the  time  had 
arrived  for  a  statement  by  the  president  on  the  future 
of  pharmacy,  Mr.  O'Donnell  said  that  no  opportune 
occasion  had  arisen.  Possibly  the  forthcoming  science 
exhibition  at  Ballsbridge  would  provide  just  such  an 
opportunity. 

Mr.  Kennelly  said  that  their  immediate  concern  was  a 
short-term  policy.  It  would  be  futile  to  discuss  long-term 
plans  in  the  absence  of  the  report  from  Dr.  Hartley  and 
Professor  Beckett.  Lack  of  information  on  pharmacy  as  a 
career  was  a  big  factor  in  keeping  away  potential  students. 
He  had  personal  experience  of  parents  who  found  it  hard 
to  get  information  on  the  subject,  and  had  heard  of  phar- 
macists and  even  local  associations  unable  to  give  informa- 
tion about  pharmacy  as  a  career.  That  was  difficult  to 
understand,  seeing  that  full  details  were  in  the  official 
calendar.  Many  students  might  be  lost  to  the  profession 
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because  pharmacists  were  not  acquainted  with  the  con- 
ditions necessary  for  enrolling. 

Mr.  Cashman  agreed  that  any  long-term  planning  should 
be  deferred  until  the  Council  had  received  the  report 
from  the  two  English  experts  on  their  visit  to  the  college. 
They  also  had  pharmaceutical  education  and  the  financing 
of  it  to  consider. 

The  President  said  the  Council  would  have  to  decide 
whether  copies  of  the  ieport  should  be  sent  to  all  interes- 
ted parties  —  including  the  Minister  for  Education. 

Referring  to  the  new  National  Drug  Advisory  Commit- 
tee, Mr.  O'Donnell  said  it  was  regrettable  that  no  phar- 
macist in  general  practice  had  been  appointed  to  it.  Mr. 
Kennelly  agreed  that  there  should  be  at  least  one  prac- 
tising pharmacist  on  the  Committee,  which  was  dealing 
with  quality  control.  The  idea  for  the  body  had  come 
from  the  Council.  Other  members  expressed  their  dis- 
satisfaction at  the  representation  afforded  to  pharmacy. 

Approval  was  given  to  an  application  for  registration 
by  S.O.M.J.  Muller,  South  Africa,  as  a  pharmaceutical 
chemist  in  Ireland. 

Miss  Pamela  Hooper  was  appointed  to  the  pharma- 
ceutics department  of  the  College  to  replace  Mrs.  Baggott, 
recently  retired,  and  the  consequent  vacancy  in  the  phar- 
macognosy department  has  been  filled  by  the  appointment 
of  Mr.  Desmond  Corrigan. 

Consideration  was  given  to  an  estimate  by  a  firm  of 
heating  contractors  for  the  provision  of  a  new  heating 
system  to  prevent  condensation  in  the  biology  laboratory. 
Mr.  O'Connor,  of  the  teaching  staff,  had  complained  that 
valuable  instruments  were  liable  to  be  damaged  if  steps 
were  not  taken  to  prevent  the  condensation.  A  final  deci- 
sion on  the  matter  was  deferred  pending  other  estimates. 

Dr.  H.  D.  Thornton,  in  notifying  the  Council  of  his 
retirement  as  Dublin  public  analyst  on  September  30  to 
take  up  a  position  in  University  College,  Dublin,  expressed 
his  appreciation  of  the  cordial  relations  that  had  existed 
between  the  Society  and  his  department.  The  Council 
directed  the  registrar  to  convey  its  best  wishes  to  Dr. 
Thornton. 

Arising  out  of  the  Law  Committee  report,  The  Regis- 
trar said  he  had  received  communications  from  two  dis- 
pensary doctors  that  they  were  being  asked  to  dispense 
prescriptions  written  by  other  medical  practitioners.  He 
had  replied  that  they  were  not  entitled  to  dispense  pre- 
scriptions for  persons  not  their  patients.  It  was  decided  to 
write  to  the  Irish  Medical  Association  and  the  Irish  Medi- 
cal Union  requesting  them  to  draw  the  attention  of  mem- 
bers to  that  fact. 

Abuses  of  Health  Acts 

A  letter  from  Miss  Baxter  (secretary,  Cavan  Pharma- 
cists' Association)  reported  that  the  county  manager's  at- 
tention had  been  drawn  to  complaints  of  abuses  in  the 
administration  of  the  Health  Acts  in  co.  Cavan.  The 
abuses  related  to  the  supply  of  medicines  through  dis- 
pensaries. A  number  of  known  addicts  had  been  able  to 
obtain  supplies  of  drugs  otherwise  than  through  community 
pharmacies.  The  Association  had  also  complained  that  they 
had  been  receiving  less  than  their  share  of  private  practi- 
tioners' prescriptions  and,  as  ratepayers,  protested  against 
waste  of  public  funds.  The  county  manager  had  under- 
taken to  investigate  the  complaints  and  to  bring  them 
to  the  attention  of  a  regional  meeting  of  county  managers. 

Mr.  Power  asked  if  any  reply  had  been  received  to 
a  letter  sent  to  the  department  in  July  seeking  exemption 
of  a  preparation  containing  progesterone  when  used  solely 
in  the  treatment  of  sheep  fertility  and  the  production  of 
increased  lamb  crops,  from  the  Control  of  Sale  Regula- 
tions, 1963,  when  used  for  that  purpose.  The  Registrar 
stated  that  no  reply  had  been  received  so  far. 

Also  arising  out  of  the  Law  Committee's  report,  it  was 
decided  that  more  stringent  action  should  be  taken  against 
persons  who  continued  to  use  restricted  titles.  A  letter  from 


the  law  adviser  reported  that  he  had  recovered  a  number 
of  overdue  retention  fees.  He  asked  if  he  should  execute 
Court  decrees  obtained  against  two  pharmacists  for  over- 
due retention  fees  and  costs  and  was  directed  to  proceed 
unless  the  amounts  were  soon  forthcoming. 

Mr.  Kennelly  said  that  some  members  were  under  the 
impression  that  the  section  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  dealing 
with  titles  was  not  yet  in  force.  That  was  quite  wrong. 
The  Society  had  already  successfully  prosecuted  under  the 
titles  section.  Once  a  person  wrongfully  held  out  that  he 
was  a  chemist  he  was  committing  an  offence. 

The  President  said  that,  despite  the  Council's  efforts 
to  clean  up  pseudo  pharmacies,  the  decrease  in  number  of 
offenders  was  slow. 

Mr.  Corrigan  and  Mr.  O'Sullivan  were  appointed  to  act 
as  scrutineers  in  the  event  of  a  ballot  being  held  in 
Council  elections.  The  seven  members  on  the  outgoing  panel 
of  the  Council  are  the  president,  and  Messrs.  M.  Costello, 
T.  J.  Harty,  F.  Loughman,  T.  R.  Miller,  M.  J.  Mulreany 
and  R.  J.  Power. 

Mr.  Cashman  reported  that  Mr.  O'Connor  had  prepared 
sufficient  material  for  a  booklet  on  hygiene  for  Farm 
Hygiene  Week,  and  everything  was  ready  to  make  the 
Week  a  success.  The  material  would  be  studied  by  the 
Post-graduate  Education  Committee.  Many  people  did  not 
realise  the  importance  of  animal  hygiene,  he  said,  and  if 
they  could  bring  that  home,  even  at  the  risk  of  over- 
elaboration,    pharmacists    would   be    doing  a    good  job.

PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY  OF 
NORTHERN  IRELAND 

MONTHLY  MEETING  OF  COUNCIL 

A  ■  AHE  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Northern 
Ireland  decided,  at  its  monthly  meeting  in  Belfast  on 
September  15,  to  inform  the  Ministry  of  Education  that  it 
would  be  anxious  to  co-operate  in  drawing  up  new  legisla- 
tion concerning  the  Society's  obligation  to  hold  examina- 
tions. The  Council  will  urge  at  the  same  time  that  the 
legislation  should  be  promoted  so  soon  as  possible. 

Mr.  G.  E.  McIlhagger  reported  on  a  five-day  refresher 
course  held  in  the  Belfast  College  of  Technology — the  first 
of  its  kind  to  be  held  in  Northern  Ireland — that  ended  on 
September  16.  It  included  lectures  on  microbiology, 
sterilisation  and  immunology,  plus  a  variety  of  practical 
work  for  the  sixteen  people  who  attended.  He  said  the 
course  had  involved  about  four  hours  of  lectures  and  4y 
hours  of  practical  work  each  day.  To  see  the  numbers  of 
pharmacists  in  general  practice  who  had  attended  and  the 
enthusiasm  with  which  the  course  had  been  treated,  had 
been  encouraging.  He  felt  that  the  Northern  Ireland  Hos- 
pitals Authority  could  benefit  from  making  such  a  course 
obligatory  for  hospital  pharmacists  every  five  years. 

Mr.  Gorman  reported  that  he  had  received  from  the 
registrar  a  copy  of  the  regulations  made  by  the  Council 
in  August.  Effect  of  the  regulations  is  to  permit  students 
to  proceed  straight  from  the  Part  I  examination  to  the 
Part  II  examination  without  undergoing  apprenticeship. 

An  application  from  Mr.  K.  Durkin,  Bridge  Street, 
Rostrevor,  Newry,  co.  Down,  to  have  his  name  restored 
to  the  register  of  Pharmaceutical  Chemists  for  Northern 
Ireland  was  granted. 

The  issue  of  seal  certificates  of  qualification  to  four  can- 
didates was  approved.  They  are :  J.  A.  Crawford,  Alice  R. 
Hamilton,  Patricia  McKay  and  Muriel  Singleton.

Gorman);  treasurer  (R.  M.  Watson)  and  Messrs.  N.  A.  J.

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International  Pharmaceutical  Federation 

GENERAL  ASSEMBLY  AT  MADRID  ADOPTS  NEW  PRESIDENT 


AFTER  twelve  years  as  president  of 
the  International  Pharmaceutical 
Federation,  Sir  Hugh  Linstead  relin- 
quished office  at  the  twenty-first 
general  assembly  at  Madrid,  Septem- 
ber 17-24.  He  is  succeeded  by  Dr.  J. 
H.  M.  Winters,  Holland,  previously 
general  secretary,  who  is  replaced  in 
that  office  by  Mr.  J.  F.  Kok,  Holland. 
There  are  two  new  vice-presidents.  Mr. 
J.  C.  Turnbull,  Canada,  replaces  Dr. 
Don  Francke,  and  Mr.  A.  O.  Wilund, 
Sweden,  takes  the  place  left  vacant  by 
Mr.  Kok's  transfer  to  the  secretaryship. 
In  the  scientific  section  Professor  K. 
Steiger,  Switzerland,  becomes  chairman 
in  succession  to  Professor  M.  Guillot. 

Sir  Hugh's  actual  leave-taking  at  the 
end  of  the  week  was  an  affair  of  some 
emotion.  In  a  valedictory  speech  he  said 
that  before  he  stepped  down  from  a 
presidency  that  had  given  him  so  much 
more  than  he  had  given  it,  there  were 
"still  a  few  drops  of  champagne  in  the 
bottle."  He  had  attended  his  first  meet- 
ing of  F.I. P.  at  Tausanne  in  1925, 
about  the  time  he  became  secretary 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain.  For  forty  years  he  had  pro- 
claimed that  pharmacy  was  essentially 
a  science  and  a  profession,  and  that 
the  forces  of  industry  and  nationalisa- 
tion, however  much  they  might  alter 
its  shape,  could  not  change  its  essential 
character.  There  remained  at  its  heart 
the  individual  pharmacist  with  his  pro- 
fessional traditions  and  private  con- 
science, giving  to  his  fellow  citizens  a 
service  in  knowledge,  skill,  judgment 
and  human  understanding.  If  that  ser- 
vice were  devalued  then  both  the 
public  health  and  the  community  would 
suffer.  Ending  his  address  with  a  quo- 
tation' from  Cervantes'  prologue  to  Don 
Quixote :  "And  so,  God  give  you 
health :  and  may  He  not  forget  me," 
Sir  Hugh  was  given  a  standing  ovation. 


At  the  opening  session  on  September 
19  the  mood  had,  of  course,  been 
different.  The  president's  speech,  after 
a  word  of  thanks  to  Spanish  colleagues 
for  inviting  the  General  Assembly  and 
Congress  to  Madrid,  and  to  the 
authorities  of  the  city  of  Madrid  for 
receiving  the  Federation,  had  warmly 
welcomed  its  President  d'Honneur,  his 
predecessor  Dr.  Erik  Host-Madsen  and 
Fru  Host-Madsen. 

Another  welcome  visitor  was  Mr. 
Paul  Blanc  (director  of  the  pharma- 
ceutical services  of  the  World  Health 
Organisation).  M.  Blanc  would  shortly 
be  retiring  from  that  post  in  which  he 
had  served  with  devotion  and  distinc- 
tion. 

Sir  Hugh  said  he  hoped  the  congress 
had  not  embarrassed  Madrid  by  coming 
in  such  numbers.  It  was  of  course,  a 
compliment  to  Spain  and  its  hospi- 
tality and  a  sign  of  the  vigour  of  the 
Federation,  but  it  became  increasingly 
difficult  to  find  cities  that  could  receive 
a  congress. 

Dr.  A.  Garcia  Ortiz  being  absent  on 
official  pharmaceutical  business  the 
welcome  to  Spain  by  Spanish  pharmacy 
was  given  by  Mr.  Pedro  Arranz  (secre- 
tary of  the  organising  committee)  who 
said  that  2.200  members  were  present 
from  fifty  countries. 

Host-Madsen  Medal 

During  the  opening  session  the 
Host-Madsen  medal,  1966.  was  awarded 
to  Professor  Eugen  Bamann,  Germany, 
and  a  certificate  was  presented  to  Mr. 
Paul  Blanc  acknowledging  his  work  on 
the  International  Pharmacopoeia  for 
so  many  years  at  Geneva. 

Dr.  Jenez  Garcia  Orcoyen  brought 
the  greetings  of  the  Ministry  of 
National  Education  of  Spain.  He  him- 
self, he  said,  had  close  connection  with 
pharmacy  both  as  Director  General  of 


Public  Health  Services  and  as  a  doctor. 
On  behalf  of  the  Spanish  Government 
he  wished  the  Congress  every  success 
and  officially  declared  it  open. 

Sections  and  Commissions 

At  the  General  Assembly  on  Septem- 
ber 22  the  reports  of  various  sub- 
divisions of  the  Federation  were 
presented.  The  chairman  of  the  scien- 
tific section  (Professor  Guillot)  re- 
ported that  after  a  meeting  of  delegates 
from  sections  and  commissions,  he  had 
put  before  the  Council  on  September 
14.  1965,  a  plan  for  reorganising  the 
scientific  activities  of  the  Federation. 
The  Council  appointed  a  provisional 
commission  to  prepare  and  co-ordinate 
scientific  activities  during  Assemblies. 
A  working  Committee  composed  of 
Professor  M.  Guillot,  France,  M.  F. 
Chavatte,  Belgium,  and  Professor  K. 
Steiger,  Switzerland,  had  undertaken  to 
find  the  most  suitable  lecturers  from 
the  large  number  of  nominations  put 
forward.  The  section  had  received  a 
report  from  Professor  Beckett  on  plans 
currently  being  laid  to  found  a  new 
pharmaceutical  journal  under  the  aus- 
pices of  the  I.F.P.,  entitled  Inter- 
national Journal  of  Pharmaceutical 
Sciences. 

The  section  had  formulated  at  the 
twenty-fifth  International  Congress  of 
Pharmaceutical  Sciences  in  Prague  in 
1965  three  desiderata  that  were  sub- 
mitted afterwards  to  the  Council.  Since 
then  they  had  been  examined  by  other 
sections  and  were  now  put  forward 
for  adoption.  They  were : 

I.  That  considering  that  it  is  in  the 
interest  of  public  health  in  all  coun- 
tries that  medicaments  at  the  disposal 
of  the  medical  profession  for  the  use 
of  patients  should  be  covered  by  the 
same  guarantees  of  purity;  that  an 
attempt  has  already  been  made  to-

wards  the  unification  of  specifications 
through  the  establishment  of  the 
International  Pharmacopoeia,  and,  in 
a  more  limited  form  (but  covering  a 
more  or  less  vast  geographical  terri- 
tory) by  the  publication  of  the  Nordic 
Pharmacopoeia,  and  by  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  European  Pharmacopoeia, 
which  is  already  under  way;  and  that 
several  European  Governments  have 
already  undertaken  to  adopt  auto- 
matically the  specifications  that  will 
be  established  by  the  European 
Pharmacopoeia  in  their  respective 
national  pharmacopoeias;  then  at 
least,  in  so  far  as  concerns  medica- 
ments that  can  be  chemically  defined, 
that  are  in  common  usage  and  that 
have  been  included  in  most  pharma- 
copoeias, wider  international  agree- 
ments should  be  envisaged  so  that 
the  same  specifications  shall  be 
adopted  for  those  medicaments  by  all 
national  pharmacopoeias; 

2.  That  considering  that  the  wide 
theoretical  and  practical  knowledge 
acquired  by  pharmacists  within  the 
framework  of  the  normal  cycle  of 
studies  already  constitutes  in  itself  an 
excellent  basis  for  physical  chemistry, 
for  analytical  chemistry  and  for 
biochemistry  in  particular,  in  view 
of  the  practice  of  clinical  biology  in 
all  countries  in  which  pharmacists  re- 
ceive a  university  education,  theoreti- 
cal and  practical  post-graduate 
courses  should  be  organised  and  de- 
veloped in  pathological  biochemistry, 
in  microbiology  and  serology,  in 
parasitology  and  in  haematology,  so 
as  to  enable  them  to  improve  their 
proficiency  in  all  these  fields  relating 
to  clinical  biology;  and  that  in  all 
countries  where  pharmacists  have 
followed  those  courses  successfully, 
they  should  become  eligible  as 
clinical  biologists  in  hospitals  and 
in  analytical  laboratories,  and; 

3.  That  considering  the  importance 
to  the  pharmaceutical  profession 
at  all  levels  —  in  the  general  prac- 
tice of  pharmacy,  as  well  as  in  hos- 
pitals and  in  industry  —  of  the 
problem  of  rapid  identification  of 
medicaments  and  chemical  substances, 
in  containers  as  received  or  alter 
preparation;  that  rapid  identification 
can  in  no  way  be  a  substitute  for  a 
complete  assay  with  the  help  of 
pharmacopoeias  or  specifications  sup- 
plied by  manufacturers  for  chemical 
substances  not  included  in  a  pharma- 
copoeia; but  considering  that  rapid 
methods  of  identification  are  needed 
to  provide  an  opportunity  of  dis- 
covering errors  in  raw  materials  re- 
ceived in  various  containers  or  which 
have  occurred  in  the  course  of 
compounding  galenical  medicaments, 
Health  Services  of  the  different  coun- 
tries and  Pharmacopoeia  Commis- 
sions should  examine  the  problem  of 
codifying  rapid  methods  of  identifica- 
tion of  the  main  chemical  medica- 
ments that  are  well  defined  and  in 
common  use. 

The  Assembly  approved  the  recom- 
mendations. 

Decision  Deferred 

Mr.  B.  Brus,  Belgium,  pointed  out 
that  a  fourth  desideratum  had  been 
published  in  the  Journal  Mondial  de 


Pharmacie.  Owing  to  differences  of 
drafting  it  had  not  been  submitted  to 
the  General  Assembly,  but  it  was  im- 
portant for  all  that  pharmacists  should 
hold  responsible  positions  in  the  manu- 
facture and  packaging  of  pharmaceu- 
ticals. Professor  Guillot  said  that 
all  members  of  the  Scientific  Section 
held  the  same  views  of  Mr.  Brus  on 
the  matter,  but  the  question  of  politi- 
cal timeliness  arose,  and  some  thought 
the  moment  inopportune. 

When  the  question  whether  the  de- 
sideratum should  be  discussed  at  that 
meeting  or  later  was  put  by  the  presi- 
dent, the  vote  went  in  favour  of 
deferment. 

Hospital  Section 

Professor  Sorgdrager,  who  pre- 
sented the  report  of  the  section  of 
hospital  pharmacists,  was  able  to  record 
well  attended  meetings  at  Madrid.  At 
Prague  in  1965  the  section  had  thanked 
Mr.  H.  S.  Grainger,  who  was  attending 
officially  for  the  last  time,  for  the 
activity  he  had  devoted  to  international 
hospital    pharmacy  during    a  decade. 

M.  J.  Demonceau,  Liege,  Belgium, 
had  been  appointed  temporary  secre- 
tary. Hospital  pharmacy,  said  Professor 
Sorgdrager,  had  many  parallels  with 
general  practice,  and  the  section  hoped 
for  closer  contacts  with  the  section 
on  general  practice. 

Storage  Instructions 

The  industrial  pharmacists'  section  in 
its  report,  presented  by  MR.  Alan 
Duckworth,  Great  Britain,  pointed  out 
that  neither  clear  nor  uniform  inter- 
national instructions  exist  for  the  stor- 
age of  medicines.  The  committee  of  the 
section  hoped  to  fill  that  gap  by  pub- 
lishing the  following  suggestions: 
1.  Protect  from  heat 

Definition :  A  temperature  of  30°C.  should 
not  be  exceeded. 

Comment:  The  temperature  originally  pro- 
posed ot  25°C.  is  replaced  by  30°C.  parlicu- 
larly  in  view  of  the  requirements  of  the  export 
markets.  A  temperature  of  30°  also  corre- 
sponds to  the  upper  limit  of  the  term  "room- 


temperature"  as  proposed  by  the  European 
Pharmacopoeia. 

2.  Store  in  a  cool  place 

Definition:  A  temperature  of  15  C  should 
not   be  exceeded. 

Comment :  We  decided  against  indicating 
a  range  of  temperatures,  such  as  2-15°,  4-15° 
or  5-15  and  have  fixed  an  upper  limit  of 
15°.  "Cool,  frais,  kuhl"  is,  in  any  case,  to  be 
understood  as  a  temperature  above  freezing 
point. 

3.  Store  in  a  refrigerator 

Definition:  The  temperature  in  the  refrig- 
erator should  be  kept  between  2  and  6°C. 

Comment:  Instructions  for  "refrigerator 
temperatures"  vary  from  below  4°  to  4°  exact- 
ly and  there  are  different  scales  with  2°  as 
the  lowest  and  8°  as  the  highest  limit.  The 
European  Pharmacopoeia  will  recommend  2- 
6°C. 

The  term  "Store  in  a  cool  place"  as  pres- 
cribed by  the  Pharmacopoeia  Nordica  has  also 
been  suggested.  In  so  far  as  is  necessary, 
there   may  be   added:    "Avoid  freezing." 

Mention  of  a  refrigerator  has  been  con- 
tested for  the  reason  that  temperatures  under 
0°  are  possible.  This  may  occur  with  various 
household  refrigerators  due  to  the  freezing 
compartment  installed,  but  not  with  large 
refrigerators  and  the  refrigerating  chambers 
of  the  wholesalers. 

Unfortunately,  the  difference  between  "cool" 
and  "cold"  is  not  distinctive  in  many  lan- 
guages. The  European  Pharmacopoeia  is  even 
considering  combining  "cold  and  cool"  in 
a  single  expression.  Therefore  we  recommend 
the  choice  of  the  variant  "refrigerator"  every- 
where. 

4.  Protect  from  moisture 

Definition :  A  relative  humidity  equivalent 
to  60  per  cent,  at  20°C.  should  not  be 
exceeded  in  the  room. 

Comment :  We  discussed  also  the  expression 
"Store  in  a  dry  place,"  but  preference  is 
given  to  the  term  "Protect  from  moisture." 

5.  Protect  from  light 

Definition :  Direct  exposure  to  light  should 
be  avoided. 

Comment:  We  chose  the  expression  "light" 
intentionally  and  did  not  restrict  ourselves 
to  day-light. 

The  treasurer's  report  showed  that  a 
forecast  credit  balance  had  been  rea- 
lised. The  capital  of  the  Federation  had 
increased  from  fr.  115,500  to  fr. 
1  30,000.

GENERAL  SYMPOSIUM 

Interaction  Between  Medicament  and  Container 


FOUR  principal  speakers  presented 
papers  at  a  symposium  on  the  prob- 
lems of  interaction  between  medica- 
ment and  container.  The  first  was  a 
general  review  of  the  subject  by  Mr. 
Jack  Cooper  (CIBA  Laboratories, 
Summit,  New  Jersey,  U.SA.).  Some  of 
the  points  he  made  are  given. 

GLASS:  Stone  or  earthenware  jars 
of  wine,  their  openings  sealed  with 
clay  or  wood  or  plugged  with  plaited 
grass  or  oil-soaked  hemp,  provided  an 
early  testing  ground  for  drug  containers 
and  closures.  Cork  from  Africa  and 
Spain  and  glass  from  Egypt  and 
Phoenicia  introduced  new  materials 
into  Europe,  broadening  the  choice. 
After  the  Dark  Ages,  which  limited 
progress  in  medicine  and  pharmacy, 
Renaissance  period  pharmacists,  partic- 
ularly in  Italy,  stimulated  the  devel- 
opment of  ceramic  jars  and  vases  for 
holding  precious  drugs.  The  later 
French  jugs,  with  special  and  appro- 
priate shapes  for  medicinal  honeys,  oils 
and  syrups,  were  considered  an  ad- 
vanced form  of  scientific  drug  storage, 
and  only  pharmacists  were  permitted 
to  display  them  —  'probably  the  last 
legally  monopolistic  use  of  a  container 
by  our  profession.'  Until  the  nineteenth 
century  relatively  little  prepackaging 
for  consumer  use  was  undertaken.  Cus- 
tomers frequently  brought  their  own 
containers  to  the  shops. 

During  the  next  century  the  demand 
for  bottles  accelerated  —  primarily  for 
beverages  and  medicaments.  Research 
during  that  period  was  primarily  direc- 
ted towards  unusual  designs  for  bottle 
shapes  and  the  development  of  closures 
suited  to  the  increasing  variety  of  bottle 
contents.  The  twentieth  century 
brough  a  mild  explosion  in  packaging. 
The  relationship  between  container  and 
pharmaceutical  contents,  vital  to  the 
retention  of  quality  in  the  product,  be- 
came evident. 

Selection  of  a  container  for  a  phar- 
maceutical product  is  dependent  upon 
good  judgment  in  matters  of  appear- 
ance, weight,  fragility,  cost  and  shelf 
life.  Stability  of  a  drug  is  kinetically 
a  function  of  the  environment  in  which 
it  is  stored,  and  all  components  of  the 
package  directly  in  contact  with  the 
product  (indirectly  in  a  secondary 
package  used  for  light  protection)  may 
be  considered  part  of  that  environ- 
ment. 

Briefly  reviewing  the  current  status 
of  materials  used  in  pharmaceutical 
containers,  the  speaker  went  on  to 
discuss  relative  to  the  increasing  role 
of  pharmacopoeia!  commissions  and 
governmental  agencies  and  the  role  of 
pharmacists  in  the  selection  and  testing 
of  containers. 

Despite  'technically  formidable  and 
promotionally  aggressive'  competition 
from  a  variety  of  materials,  glass  re- 
mains the  most  commonly  used  con- 
tainer material  for  pharmaceutical 
purposes.  The  glass  industry  has  made 
good  use  of  its  research  and  develop- 
ment facilities  and  has  not  neglected 


to  combine  glass  with  other  materials. 
To  the  pharmacist  glass  is  attractive 
because  of  toxicological  safety,  relative 
chemical  inertness,  visibility,  etc.  Much 
is  known  of  the  chemical  behaviour 
of  glass  and  glasses  meeting  well  de- 
fined test  specifications  based  upon 
chemical  resistivity  are  available.  Pri- 
marily, that  resistivity  reflects  the 
degree  to  which  a  glass  composition 
releases  alkali,  and  that  is  a  function 
of  the  chemical  composition  of  the 
product  and  must  be  considered  on  an 
individual  basis.  Interactions  can  in- 
fluence stability,  therapeutic  efficacy  or 
safety.  The  direct  pharmacological 
effect  of  released  alkali,  assuming  no 
interactions  (as  with  water)  presents  no 
complex  problems  of  identification  or 
pathology.  The  1965  revision  (U.S. P. 
XVII)  of  the  United  States  Pharma- 
copeia listed  as  suitable  for  use  in 
packaging  official  pharmaceutical  prep- 
arations three  different  glass  compo- 
sitions and  a  surface-treated  type. 
Titration  values  show  that  soda-lime 
glass  releases  10  to  15  times  as  much 
alkali  as  borosilicate  glass.  Surface 
alkali  may  be  removed  from  soda-lime 
glass  by  treating  with  sulphur  dioxide 
during  the  annealing  step.  Permissible 
tolerances  for  that  type  of  glass  are 
relatively  wide,  and  there  is  evidence 
that,  upon  lengthy  storage,  the  surface 
veneer  decomposes.  The  application  of 
water-repellent  films  such  as  silicones 
to  the  surface  of  glass  to  limit  inter- 
action between  product  and  container 
remains  controversial. 

Efforts  have  been  made  to  equate 
flake  formation  with  solution  alkalinity 
equivalents,  but  other  factors  compli- 
cate the  situation,  the  phenomenon 
being  accelerated  by  certain  electro- 
lytes in  the  product.  Pharmacopoeial 
requirements  for  chemical  resistivity 
vary  somewhat  from  country  to  coun- 
try, but  the  differences  are  not  such 
as  to  create  difficult  choices.  In  all 
circumstances,  type  I  borosilicate  glass, 
U.S.P.,  is  resistant  to  attack  but  for 
many  products,  including  some  injec- 
tions, other  types  are  satisfactory  and 
less  costly. 

METAL:  The  metal  can  plays  an 
increasingly  important  role  as  a  con- 
tainer for  pharmaceuticals,  improve- 
ments in  metal  processing,  alloys  and 
coatings  having  broadened  the  range 
of  applications.  Progress  is  specially 
evident  in  aerosol  packaging  and  in 
rigid  containers  for  tablets,  capsules 
and  powders.  Freedom  from  toxicity 
and  odour,  light  weight,  rigidity  and 
impermeability  make  aluminium  attrac- 
tive for  packaging  the  more  fragile 
solid  dosage  forms  (tablets,  pills,  cap- 
sules and  granules),  and  the  expanded 
use  of  such  extruded  aluminium  con- 
tainers by  the  British  pharmaceutical 
industry  is  noteworthy.  The  opacity  of 
aluminium,  added  to  its  impermeability, 
provides  complete  protection  against 
degradation  by  light,  moisture  or  oxy- 
gen; corrosion  is  limited  by  the  rapid 
formation  of  a  protective  film  of  oxide. 


Sealing  is  generally  accomplished  by 
the  use  of  aluminium  screw-caps  con- 
taining a  compounded  elastic  liner.  A 
white  protective  internal  lacquer  is  also 
frequently  used,  and  interactions  be- 
tween such  coatings  and  solid  products 
are  minimal.  Most  pharmaceutical 
aerosol  cans  are  of  coated  tinplate  or 
aluminium,  though  several  respiratory 
preparations  are  given  stainless  steel 
containers.  As  the  aerosol  container  is 
usually  made  up  of  varied  materials 
making  contact  with  the  contents, 
interaction  studies  are  more  complex. 

The  collapsible  metal  tube  first  ap- 
peared over  125  years  ago  and  achieved 
importance  with  tooth-pastes.  Pharma- 
ceutically,  collapsible  tubes  are  pri- 
marily used  in  packaging  semi-solid 
dermatological  or  ophthalmological 
preparations.  In  view  of  the  consider- 
able possibility  of  interactions,  linings 
are  employed  in  variety,  some  of  com- 
pounded wax  type,  others  of  vinyl, 
phenolic  or  epoxy  types,  either  alone 
or  combined.  The  uniformity  and  integ- 
rity of  coatings  is  sometimes  in  doubt 
and  should  be  determined  by  special 
tests.  For  the  past  two  years,  attention 
has  been  directed  towards  developing 
a  test  method  and  standards  for  metal 
particles  in  tubes  of  ophthalmic  oint- 
ments. In  a  collaborative  study 
organised  by  the  quality  control  sec- 
tion of  the  Pharmaceutical  Manufac- 
turers' Association  [of  America],  six 
laboratories  examined  1,634  tubes  rep- 
resenting fifty  different  lots.  An  aver- 
age of  0-75  particles,  50  microns  or 
over  in  largest  dimension,  were  coun- 
ted. As  a  similar  experiment  conducted 
six  months  previously  had  yielded  a 
value  of  L3  particles  per  tube,  the 
difference  was  interpreted  as  an  im- 
provement on  the  part  of  the  manufac- 
turers of  collapsible  tubes.  Another 
study  involved  a  count  of  metal  par- 
ticles in  sixty-eight  lots  of  finished 
ophthalmic  ointments,  in  which  742 
metal  particles  were  found  in  680  tubes 
(average  L99  per  tube).  That  was 
compared  with  a  previous  finding  of 
L38  and  interpreted  as  a  significant 
improvement.  The  Collapsible  Tube 
Committee  is  currently  investigating 
the  effect  of  ageing  upon  a  number  of 
particles  found  in  collapsible  tubes. 

RUBBER:  Primary  use  of  rubber  is 
as  closures  for  parenteral  products. 
Natural  rubber  obtained  from  botanical 
sources  is  itself  subject  to  considerable 
variation,  for  antioxidants,  stabilisers, 
lubricants  and  pigments  find  their  way 
into  the  finished  closures  as  part  of 
the  vulcanisation  and  moulding  pro- 
cess. It  is  scarcely  surprising  that  some 
of  those  constituents  also  find  their 
way  out  of  the  closure  and  into  an 
unsuspecting  patient.  Only  a  small 
portion  of  the  advances  in  rubber 
technology  in  the  past  thirty  years  have 
found  direct  application  in  the  manu- 
facture of  rubber  closures,  the  amount 
of  rubber  employed  in  the  manufacture 
of  closures  being  but  an  infinitesimal 
part  of  the  total. 
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Mr.  Jack  Cooper  opens  the  symposium 
session. 

Apart  from  interaction,  a  rubber  clo- 
sure must  meet  requirements  relating 
to  permeability,  elasticity,  partitioning 
characteristics,  resealability  and  geo- 
metric uniformity.  The  selection  of  the 
basic  elastomeric  material,  natural  or 
synthetic,  largely  determines  the  range 
of  possibilities.  A  further  limitation  is 
imposed  by  the  nature  of  the  required 
drug  solvent  system  and  perhaps  by 
previous  determinations  of  the  physico- 
chemical  properties  of  the  active  drug 
substances  or  any  other  essential  com- 
ponent of  the  formulation.  Tests  should 
include  preparation  of  samples  with 
standardised  material  by  the  actual 
production-scale  process.  Packaging 
components  including  the  rubber  clo- 
sures should  be  representative  of  com- 
mercial lots.  Preliminary  treatment 
such  as  washing,  drying  or  sterilisa- 
tion of  such  components  should  not 
vary  from  intended  routine  procedures. 
Samples  should  be  stored  in  upright 
and  inverted  positions  under  normal 
and  exaggerated  conditions  of  tem- 
perature, humidity  and  light.  At  regular 
intervals  the  physical  appearance  of 
the  closure  and  the  product  should  be 
measured.  Spectrophotometric  or  chro- 
matographic tests  are  applied  to  detect 
the  appearance  of  eluates  originating 
in  the  closure.  Comparative  activity, 
toxicity  and  pyrogenicity  studies  on 
product  and  control  samples  are  con- 
ducted to  pick  up  any  subtle  differences 
not  apparent  from  the  chemical  tests 
(including  a  test  involving  the  intended 
route  or  routes  of  administration  for 
the  product).  Searching  for  knowledge 
in  this  field  involves  wading  through 
reports  of  numerous  investigations  of 
water,  aqueous  buffer  systems  and, 
more  recently,  solutions  of  commonly 
used  preservatives.  In  the  container 
research  laboratory  preservative  loss  in 
one  test  could  be  traced  to  sorption, 
permeation  and  chemical  reaction  with 
a  substance  leached  from  the  rubber. 
In  another,  the  preservative  systems 
seemed  to  need  chemical  and  micro- 
biological study  to  determine  the  in- 
fluence of  rubber  closures. 

So  soon  as  the  serious  implications 
of  drug  interaction  problems  with 
rubber  became  clear,  a  variety  of 
laminates  and  lacquers  were  developed 


and  applied  to  rubber  closures.  The 
selection  of  an  appropriate  barrier  uni- 
formly and  adequately  applied  proved 
to  be  a  formidable  technical  problem. 
Linings  have  been  found  ineffective  in 
preventing  sorption  of  materials  from 
solution  and  only  partially  effective  in 
preventing  leaching  of  extractives  from 
the  rubber  into  the  solutions.  Ident  fied 
extractives  include  imidazolines,  thia- 
zoles  and  substituted  butyl  phenols  and 
carbamic  acid. 

PLASTICS:  With  plastic  types  of 
conta:ner  the  pharmacist  must  remem- 
ber that  his  main  interest  is  in  the 
contents  and  not  the  container.  The 
objective  of  therapy  is  a  favourable 
biological  effect  and  all  other  con- 
siderations remain  secondary.  The 
more  complex  the  plastic  container  — 
and  the  contents  —  the  greater  the 
likelihood  of  interaction  between  them. 
Plastics  are  mainly  mixtures  of  homo- 
logous compounds  with:n  a  particular 
range  of  molecular  weights.  That  in- 
nate variability  is  increased  by  plasti- 
cisers,  antioxidants,  stabilisers,  anti- 
static agents,  lubricants,  chelating 
agents  and  pigments,  many  possessing 
chemical  or  physical  properties  that 
render  them  far  from  innocuous  when 
placed  in  contact  with  pharmaceutical 
preparations.  Utilising  tests  designed 
to  determine  the  biological  response  of 
animals  to  plastics  by  the  single-dose 
injection  of  specific  extracts  prepared 
from  a  plastic  or  by  the  implantation 
of  the  plastic  itself  into  animal  tissue, 
six  general  classes  of  plastics  have  been 
defined.  Extracts  are  evaluated  for 
acute  systemic  toxicity,  intracutaneous 
reactivity  and  acute  intramuscular 
tissue  toxicity. 

For  specific  injections,  as  required 
in  monographs,  applicable  physio- 
chemical  test  procedures  have  also 
been  developed.  Since  all  tests  in  this 
category  are  based  upon  the  extraction 
of  a  plastic,  the  amount  of  plastic  is 
clearly  defined.  Physical  tests  for  pro- 
perties such  as  elongation,  tensile 
modulus,  tensile  strength  and  thickness 
are  proposed.  Extracts  are  checked 
against  blanks  for  pH,  heavy  metals, 
chloride,  sulphate,  ammonium,  oxidis- 
able  substances,  non-volatile  residue 
and  residue  on  ignition,  dependent 
upon  the  nature  of  the  extracting 
medium.  Despite  all  studies  the  selec- 
tion of  an  appropriate  plastic  container 


for  a  parenteral  product  remains  haz- 
ardous in  the  absence  of  an  actual 
product  test.  The  availability  of  plastic 
materials,  particularly  polyethylenes  for 
food  packaging  use,  may  be  comforting, 
but  Food  and  Drug  Administration 
standards  are  based  only  on  extraction 
tests,  whereas  pharmaceutical  packages 
must  be  tested  with  the  actual  product. 
Where  specific  contaminants  have  de- 
monstrated central  -  nervous  -  system 
or  teratogenic  effects,  levels  as  low  as 
ten  parts  per  billion  are  not  to  be 
exceeded.  Only  correct  experimental 
design  and  adequate  testing  based  upon 
an  informed  appreciation  of  all  the 
physical,  chemical  and  biological  fac- 
tors involved  can  provide  the  data  to 
permit  safe  interpretation  of  significant 
effects.  Tin  compounds  are  generally 
recognised  as  the  most  effective 
stabilisers  for  polyvinyl  chloride,  pre- 
venting yellowing  of  the  plastic.  Oclyl 
tin  compounds  have  been  shown  to  be 
quite  toxic  when  administered  intra- 
peritoneally  or  orally  to  rabbits.  In- 
formation on  the  amount  of  tin  com- 
pounds extracted  from  the  PVC  con- 
tainer during  processing  and  storage 
varies  widely,  but  one  figure  (300  parts 
per  billion)  is  enough  to  exclude  that 
stabiliser  from  the  pharmacological 
zero  group.  Until  agreement  is  reached 
on  the  safety  of  the  compounds,  manu- 
facturers in  the  United  States  must  use 
PVC  formulated  with  F.D.A.  accepted 
stabilisers,  primarily  calcium-zinc  com- 
pounds. They  are  either  pigmented 
amber  or  possess  a  definite  yellow  cast. 
A  U.S.  army  research  study  indicated 
that  many  pharmaceuticals  might  be 
packaged  in  amber  polyethylene  con- 
tainers without  loss  of  physical  or 
chemical  stability.  Each  pharmaceuti- 
cal under  test  represented,  however, 
the  formulation  of  a  single  manufac- 
turer, and  the  results  were  not  neces- 
sarily the  same  for  the  product  of  a 
different  manufacturer.  Nor  did  the 
programme  include  any  tests  for  the 
presence  of  substances  leached  from 
the  container  that  do  not  necessarily 
react  with  the  product. 

FLEXIBLE  PACKAGING 
MATERIALS:  Another  rapidly  ex- 
panding area  of  interest  in  pharmaceu- 
tical packaging  lies  in  the  use  of 
flexible  films.  Derived  either  from 
natural  sources  or  synthetically,  such 
films  vary  considerably  in  permeability 
to  moisture  or  gases,  resistance  to  tear 
or  puncture,  surface  characteristics  and 
transparency.  The  protection  required 
by  pharmaceuticals  makes  it  apparent 
that  combinations  of  two  or  more 
materials  in  the  form  of  a  laminate  are 
generally  advisable.  The  selection  of  an 
appropriate  laminate  is  dependent  upon 
a  knowledge  of  the  properties  of  the 
drug  preparation,  particularly  from  the 
point  of  view  of  moisture  loss  or  gain 
and  sensitivity  to  oxygen  or  carbon 
dioxide.  Where  lamination  is  achieved 
with  adhesives,  the  selection  of  the 
adhesive  is  critical  as  to  toxicity,  stabi- 
lity in  the  presence  of  contacting 
materials  and  freedom  from  Tesidual 
solvent.

SCIENCE  SESSIONS 

(Continued  from  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  September  24,  p.  307) 


DR.  Bean  told  Mr.  E.  Adams.  Ports- 
mouth, that,  with  the  same  number  of 
organisms  present,  it  was  possible  to 
get  an  uptake  of  50  per  cent,  of  benzyl- 
chlorophenol,  whereas  only  0'5  per 
cent,  of  phenol  would  be  taken  up. 
Thus  the  search  for  more  intrinsically 
active  compounds  might  not  always 
bring  the  desired  results.  Mr.  J.  A. 
Vickers,  Sunderland,  asked  if  the 
authors  had  tried  any  higher  equilib- 
rium concentrations  and  whether  the 
shape  of  the  graph  changed  if  the  iso- 
therms were  extended.  Dr.  Bean  replied 
that  with  Pseudomonas  and  phenol 
there  was  no  break,  and  the  isotherm 
was  linear  up  to  saturation  point.  With 
benzylchlorophenol  they  were  getting 
near  to  saturation  point,  but  with 
phenol  the  rapid  kill  occurred  at  the 
break,  and  they  were  therefore  not  in- 
terested in  higher  concentrations. 

Final  contribution  of  the  session  was 
a  first  paper  to  a  Conference  by  Mr. 
R.  M.  Rye:  — 

32P  RELEASE  AND  CELL  VIABILITY  IN  Escherichia 
coli,  effect  of  chlorhexidine 

R.  M.  Rye  and  D.  Wiseman 
(Department  of  pharmacy,  Bradford 
Institute  of  Technology) 
E.  coli  was  cultured  with  32P  ortho- 
phosphate  in  such  a  way  that  75-80 
per  cent,  of  the  radioactivity  appeared 
in  the  "metabolic  pool"  (that  fraction 
of  the  cell  contents  which  is  soluble 
in  cold  trichloroacetic  acid).  When 
suspensions  of  the  E.  coli  were  treated 
with  increasing  concentrations  of 
chlorhexidine  (2-64  /xgm./mil)  it  was 
found  that  at  concentrations  between 
2  and  32  ,ugm./mil,  the  percentage  of 
the  metabolic  pool  released  was  sig- 
nificantly greater  than  the  percentage 
of  cells  killed.  With  64  /tgm./mil 
approximately  100  per  cent,  of  the 
cells  were  killed  and  100  per  cent,  of 
the  metabolic  pool  was  released.  The 
explanation  put  forward  is  that,  when 
chlorhexidine  is  absorbed,  it  causes 
cell  damage,  resulting  in  leakage  of 
the  metabolic  pool  and  finally  in  death. 
Inactivation  of  the  chlorhexidine  with 
egg  yolk  after  five  minutes  suggested 
that,  at  low  concentrations,  some  of 
the  damaged  cells  might  be  able  to 
recover  if  the  chlorhexidine  were  re- 
moved before  death  occurred. 

Dr.  Quesnel,  Manchester,  asked 
whether  the  authors  had  examined  the 
culture  by  phase-contrast  microscopy  to 
see  whether  an  appreciable  number  of 
cells  were  spilling  out  their  contents. 
In  the  presence  of  streptomycin,  leak- 
age of  smaller  molecules  was  followed 
by  nucleotides,  and  it  was  possible 
eventually  to  see  the  cells  autolysing 
completely.  Dr.  W.  B.  Hugo,  Notting- 
ham, said  that,  by  electron  microscopy, 
it  had  been  shown  that  some  cells  lost 
their  contents  and  others  did  not. 

Another  first  presentation  to  the 
Conference  science  session  was  the 
paper  with  which  Mr.  J.  M.  Calder- 
wood,  led  off  at  Group  B  session  on 
Tuesday  afternoon,  with  Dr.  Mitchell 


in"  the  chair  and  about  fifty  members 
present. 

AFRICAN  FAGARA  SPECIES,  alkaloids  in 

J.  M.  Calderwood  and  F.  Fish 
(Department  of  pharmacy,  University 
of  Strathclyde) 

Tertiary  and  quaternary  alkaloids 
were  extracted  from  stem  and  root 
barks  of  five  African  species  of  Fagara 
and  the  two  groups  of  compounds 
separated  by  thin-layer  chromato- 
graphy. In  most  of  the  tests  the  root 
bark  contained  a  larger  amount  of 
total  alkaloid  than  did  the  stem  bark, 
and  more  alkaloids  than  the  stem  bark 
of  the  same  species.  All  five  species, 
including  F.  chalybea  (not  previously 
investigated)  were  shown  to  contain  the 
tertiary  bases  angoline,  angolinine  and 
skimmianine  and  others.  Significant 
amounts  of  quaternary  bases  were  also 
found,  some  of  them  apparently 
phenolic.  One  member  of  the  group 
apeared  identical  with  l-hydroxy-2,  9, 
10  -  trimethoxy  -  NN  -  di  -  methylapor- 
phinium  chloride. 

Professor  Rowson  asked  whether 
the  authors  had  any  information  on 
storage  or  synthesis  in  root  bark,  or 
as  to  the  precise  area  of  origin  of  the 
Nigerian  species.  Mr.  Calderwood 
said  he  had  no  evidence  as  to  where 
the  synthesis  occurred.  He  suspected 
the  quaternary  alkaloids  were  predo- 
minant in  stem  bark,  but  had  no  infor- 
mation as  to  the  exact  locality  of  the 
origin  of  the  samples. 

Professor  Beckett  wanted  to  know 
if  the  material  had  been  treated  in  any 
way  by  methyl  chloride  or  methyl  bro- 
mide with  the  possibility  of  quaternisa- 
tion.  So  far  as  Mr.  Calderwood  knew, 
the  material  had  not  been  treated 
before  being  exported.  There  appeared 
no  doubt  that  quaternary  alkaloids 
existed  in  the  material. 

It  was  difficult  to  speculate  upon  the 
exact  type  of  alkaloid,  he  told  Dr.  B. 
Robinson,  Manchester. 

Mrs.    Doreen   Ramsden  presented 
the  next  paper:  — 
COLCHICUM,  Phytochemical  investigations 

K.  R.  Fell  and  Doreen  Ramsden 
(Department  of  pharmacy,  Bradford 
Institute  of  Technology) 
A  colorimetric  assay  for  colchicine 
and  its  congeners,  based  on  the  yellow 
colour  produced  by  the  alkaloids  when 
treated  with  mineral  acids,  is  described. 
A  number  of  colchicine  species  were 
assayed  and  the  alkaloids  identified 
by  paper  chromatography.  The  method 
gave  results  reasonably  consistent  with 
those  obtained  by  the  method  of 
Pesez  (involving  measurement  of 
absorbance  of  the  deep  orange  solution 
resulting  from  treatment  with  isoni- 
azid  and  sodium  carbonate),  which  was 
used  where  sufficient  material  was 
available.  On  a  number  of  species  from 
Israel  only  one  determination  was 
possible,  but  it  was  concluded  that 
C.  tunicatum  contained  enough  col- 
chicine to  make  it  a  useful  source  of 
the  alkaloid. 


Dr.  Fish  asked  when  C  tunicatum 
normally  flowered.  He  noted  that  the 
flower  tops  appeared  to  be  richer  in 
alkaloids  than  the  corms.  'Perhaps  we 
have  been  collecting  the  wrong  materi- 
al in  the  past.'  Mrs.  Ramsden  replied 
that  flowering  usually  took  place  be- 
tween September  and  lanuary.  Total 
alkaloidal  content  of  the  corms  was 
greater  than  of  the  flowers.  Dr.  Fish 
expressed  interest  in  the  use  of  distilled 
water  in  the  assay,  and  Mrs.  Ramsden 
said  she  had  'quite  by  accident'  tried 
distilled  water  and  'found  it  worked.' 
Later  she  had  traced  an  earlier  refer- 
ence to  a  similar  use. 

Mr.  B.  A.  Patel  presented  the  next 
paper :  — 

Voacanga  schweinfurthii  AND  V.africana  LEAVES: 
Comparative  anatomy 

F.  Newcombe  and  B.  A.  Patel 
(Department  of  pharmacy,  Bradford 
Institute  of  Technology) 
The  macroscopical  and  microscopical 
morphology  of  specimens  of  leaves 
from  Voacanga  schweinfurthii  were 
described  (those  of  V.  africana  were 
held  to  be  so  similar  as  to  render  des- 
cription superfluous).  No  significant 
difference  was  found  in  palisade  ratio, 
stomatal  index  or  absolute  vein-islet 
number  for  the  two  species.  From  the 
findings,  taken  with  previously  reported 
results  on  the  morphology  and  alka- 
loidal content  of  the  bark,  and  the  fact 
that  the  size  of  calyx  and  corolla  tube 
are  the  only  two  characteristics  used 
for  distinguishing  the  species  from  one 
another,  the  authors  suggest  that 
the  two  species  should  be  considered 
as  one. 

After  congratulating  the  authors  upon 
'a  nice  piece  of  work,'  Professor 
Rowson  asked  whether  the  relatively 
small  samples  were  adequate  to  base 
conclusions  upon.  Mr.  Patel  replied 
'Difficult  to  say  unless  we  tried  it.'  His 
co-author  Mr.  F.  Newcombe  explained 
that  only  two  samples  of  V.  schwein- 
furthii had  been  available.  'We  would 
have  liked  more  but  they  were  difficult 
to  obtain.'  After  noting  the  reference 
to  a  bitter  taste  Dr.  Fish  asked  if  alka- 
loids were  present  in  the  leaves  as  well 
as  the  bark.  Mr.  Patel  indicated  that 
the  authors  had  not  been  concerned 
with  the  chemical  aspects  of  the  leaves.

WORLD  TRADE 

Ghana  Gets  Drugs  from  W.  Ger- 
many. —  West  Germany  has  presented 
Ghana  with  £2,000  worth  of  drugs — the 
first  consignment  of  drugs  worth 
£14,000  that  arc  being  given  to  Ghana. 

Lanolin  Production  in  Israel. — Plans 
to  produce  lanolin  for  the  pharmaceuti- 
cal and  cosmetic  industries  have  been 
made  by  an  Australian  wool  products 
company  at  Ashod,  Israel.  Reports  in- 
dicate that  the  plant  will  require  an  in- 
vestment of  I£200,000  and  that  the  pro- 
duction capacity  of  the  new  plant  will 
be  about  eighty  tons  a  year,  valued 
about  I£250,000.

Among  Crude  Drugs  offers  of 
Menthol  were  somewhat  easier  with 
Chinese  down  threepence  lb.  and  spot 
Brazilian  by  sixpence.  Buchou  was 
available  in  small  lots  at  8s.  6d.  lb. 
and  Costa  Rican  Ipecacuanha  was 
again  easier  in  both  positions,  Ceylon 
returned  to  the  market  with  offerings 
of  a  range  of  Cinnamon  Quills, 
the  Cochin  variety  quotation  for  which 
were  adjusted  thus  reducing  the  dif- 
ference between  spot  and  forward 
rates.  Madras  Turmeric  was  5s.  cwt. 
lower  on  the  spot  although  shipment 
rose  by  7s.  6d.  Acacia  gum  continued 
to  rise,  spot  rates  were  up  2s.  6d.  cwt. 
on  the  week  while  shipment  rose  4s. 
The  price  range  forRHUBARB  has  con- 
siderably widened  and  at  the  same 
time  quotations  appear  to  be  firmer. 
With  a  number  of  new  crop  offers 
arriving  a  few  commodities  showed 
an  easier  tendency.  They  included 
Belladonna  leaves  (down  sixpence 
lb.)  and  herb  (down  threepence):

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NOTES  ON  NEW 
MEDICAMENTS 

MEGACLOR. — Chemistry :  NMiydroxymethyl- 
chlorotetracycline,  also  known  as  clomocyc- 
line.  The  drug  is  closely  related  to  chlorte- 
tracycline  and  is  stated  to  have  the  wide 
range  of  antibacterial  properties  associated 
with  chlortetracycline,  but  to  be  free  from 
the  undesirable  side-effects  of  the  older  drug. 
This  lower  toxicity  is  maintained  even  when 
large  doses  are  given.  The  stability  charac- 
teristics of  the  drug  indicate  that  it  may 
be  given  in  pregnancy  because  there  appears 
to  be  some  relationship  between  the  stabil- 
ity of  the  tetracyclines  and  the  concentration 
in  developing  bone.  Greater  stability  is 
associated  with  greater  localisation,  but 
clomocycline  is  relatively  unstable  in  solution 
and  its  use  in  pregnancy  is  thus  thought 
unlikely  to  cause  side  effects.  The  drug  is 
very  soluble  in  water,  and  the  solubility  is 
not  markedly  affected  by  changes  in  pH. 
Absorption  following  oral  administration  is 
rapid,  reaching  a  peak  in  three  rjpurs,  and 
a  therapeutic  blood  level  is  maintained  for 
six  to  eight  hours.  High  concentrations  of 
clomocycline  are  found  in  the  bile  and 
urine.  Unlike  related  drugs,  clomocyline  is 
almost  completely  absorbed  from  the  small 
intestine  so  that  intestinal  disturbances  and 
changes  in  bacterial   flora  are  reduced. 

SYNACTHEN. — Chemistry :  A  synthetic  poly- 
peptide containing  twenty-four  amino  acids 
similar  to  those  found  in  natural  cortico- 
trophin  (ACTH).  Synacthen  has  some  of 
the  properties  of  the  natural  hormone  but 
there  are  also  marked  differences.  Cortico- 
trophin  is  a  straight  chain  polypeptide  con- 
taining thirty-nine  amino  acids  and  it  is 
considered  that  different  aspects  of  cortico- 
trophin  activity  are  linked  with  different 
parts  of  the  molecule.  The  immunological 
activity  of  ACTH  appears  to  be  associated 
with  the  amino  acids  25  to  39,  and  the  vari- 
ations in  structure  between  the  ACTH  de- 
rived from  various  animals  involve  changes 
in  the  nature  of  the  amino  acids  in  the 
25-33  series.  The  main  biological  activity  of 
corticotrophin  is  linked  with  the  amino  acids 
1-24,  and  in  Synacthen  this  fragment  of 
the  molecule  is  available  as  a  synthetic 
product.  It  has  an  amino  acid  sequence  in 
the  1-24  range  which  is  common  to  all 
known  natural  coticotrophins  and,  being 
free  from  all  traces  of  animal  protein,  it 
does  not  cause  sensitivity  or  allergic  reac- 
tions. The  administration  of  Synacthen  by 
slow  intravenous  drip  infusion  (it  is  inactive 
orally)  results  in  a  prompt  and  powerful 
stimulation  of  the  adrenal  cortex,  with  a 
consequent  rise  in  plasma  level  of  hydro- 
cortisone and  associated  hormones.  This 
action  is  used  in  several  diagnostic  tests 
devised  to  test  adrenal  function.  The  res- 
ponse will  be  impaired  in  primary  adreno- 
cortical insufficiency,  in  atrophy  of  the 
adrenal  cortex,  and  an  abnormal  response  to 
Synacthen  will  indicate  adrenal  dysfunction. 
The  test  however  will  assess  only  the  de- 
gree of  adrenal  failure  (as  the  test  can  be 
used  quantitatively)  and  as  other  areas  of 
the  pituitary-adrenal  cortex  system  may  also 
be  involved,  additional  tests  with  metyra- 
pone  and  lysine-vasopressin  may  be  necessary 
to  determine  the  nature  of  such  more  ex- 
tensive involvement. 

TREVINTIX.  —  Chemistry:  2-propyl-i'io-nico- 
tinthioamide  (approved  name  prothion- 
amide).  The  corresponding  ethyl  analogue 
has  been  employed  for  some  years  as 
ethionamide  in  the  treatment  (with  other 
substances)  of  both  pulmonary  and  extra- 
pulmonary tuberculosis.  In  full  doses  the 
older  compound  may  cause  gastro-intestinal 
disturbance,  and  an  investigation  of  related 
substances  indicated  that  a  higher  degree  of 
activity  and  tolerance  existed  in  the  2-propyl 
derivative.  Preliminary  investigations  showed 
that  patients  unable  to  tolerate  adequate 
doses  of  ethionamide  could  accept  prothion- 
amide,  and  the  drug  is  now  available  for 
alternative    therapy.     The    drug    is  active 


against  most  strains  of  M.  tuberculosis, 
including  those  resistant  to  other  anti-tuber- 
cular drugs.  The  general  level  of  activity 
lies  between  that  of  isoniazid  and  strepto- 
mycin, but  before  treatment  with  prothion- 
amide  is  commenced,  sensitivity  tests  should 
be  carried  out  as  some  strains  of  M.  tuber- 
culosis may  show  a  primary  resistance  to 
the  drug,  and  there  is  a  complete  cross- 
resistance      between      prothionamide  and

ethionamide.  As  with  other  antitubercular 
drugs,  prothionamide  should  never  be  given 
alone,  as  resistance  will  develop  rapidly, 
and  combined  treatment  with  at  least  one 
other  drug  to  which  the  patient's  organisms 
are  sensitive,  is  essential.  Prothionamide  is 
recommended  for  use  where  the  patient's 
organisms  are  resistant  to  two  or  more  of 
the  standard  drugs  and,  especially,  where 
ethionamide  is  unacceptable.

What  doctors  are  reading  about  developments 
in  drugs  and  treatments 

DEBRISOQUINE  sulphate,  a  new 
antihypertensive  agent,  is  the  subject  of 
two  current  papers.  Chemically,  the 
drug  is  3,  4 — dihydro — 2(1H) — iso- 
quinoline  carboxamidine  sulphate  and 
its  pharmacological  action  resembles 
that  of  both  bretylium  and  guan- 
ethidine  in  that  it  blocks  post-ganglionic 
sympathetic  activity.  However,  its 
effect  on  noradrenaline  stores  shows 
that  its  action  differs  in  some  respects 
from  that  of  both  those  compounds. 
A  paper  from  the  Western  General 
Hospital  and  University  of  Edinburgh 
suggests  that  debrisoquine  is  an  effec- 
tive antipertensive,  remarkably  free 
from  side  effects,  and  in  that  respect  'a 
distinct  advance  over  guanethidine  or 
methyldopa."  The  authors  report  that, 
in  a  trial  on  fifty-five  patients  with 
severe  hypertension  treated  for  12  to 
34  months,  the  drug  showed  itself  able 
to  promote  a  fairly  rapid  and  predict- 
able fall  in  blood  pressure.  It  was 
possible  to  establish  adequate  pressure 
control  quickly.  Continued  treatment 
required  careful  readjustment  of  the 
dosage  and  often  the  addition  of  an 
oral  diuretic  but  the  authors  say  that 
while  the  relative  importance  of  toler- 
ance must  await  further  experience,  it 
is  not  a  sufficient  disadvantage  to  dis- 
courage its  use.  In  a  trial  on  the  same 
number  of  patients  reported  from 
Radcliffe  Infirmary,  Oxford,  debriso- 
quine was  found  to  be  as  effective  as 
guanethidine  and  to  have  fewer  side 
effects  than  the  older  drug.  Its  duration 
of  action  is,  however,  shorter,  extend- 
ing over  eight  to  twelve  hours.  It  is 
suggested  that  the  consequent  disad- 
vantage of  having  to  take  the  drug  two 
or  three  times  daily  may  be  counter- 
balanced in  certain  circumstances  since 
is  permits  more  flexible  control  of 


blood  pressure  at  different  times  of  the 
day.  The  drug  is  also  said  to  be  indi- 
cated where  rapid  control  is  mandatory 
and  it  is  suggested  that  0.25-0.5  mgm. 
per  kilo  body  weight  by  mouth  will 
control  blood  pressure  within  a  few 
hours  in  most  instances.

The  usefulness  and  limitations  of 
an  oral  long-acting  preparation  of  iso- 
prenaline  (Saventrine)  in  the  treatment 
of  heart  block  has  been  assessed  by 
workers  at  Southampton  Chest  Hospi- 
tal. After  experience  with  thirty-one 
patients  they  suggest  that  the  prepara- 
tion should  be  tried  in  every  case 
where  artificial  pacemaking  is  to  be 
considered  or  has  failed,  except  in 
patients  who  have  shown  ventricular 
tachycardia  or  ventricular  fibrillation.
